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SOCIALISM IS MENACING 


PEOPLE OF UNITED STATES 


It Is the Great Problem Con- 
ionting the Nation, Says 
the Chief Executive 


WAR ON PRIVATE PROPERTY 
DECRIED BY THE PRESIDENT 


He Intimates That Socialism 
Will Be Issue in Next Cam- 
paign -- Democrats Are At- 
tacked and the Insurgents 
Given a Blow by the Presi- 
dent---He Lauds the Deeds of 


the G. O. P. 


Jackson, Mich., June 
Taft today proclaimed socialism as 
the great problem that confronts the 
American- people, the issue that is 
soon to come and that must be skill- 
fully met. By its history, he declared, 
the republican party had shown itself 
capable of dealing with great ques- 
tions effectively and wisely, and he 
predicted that the American people 
must soon determine whether it shail 
trust the same party with the solution 
of “that problem than which we have 
had not greater in the history of the 
country.” 

Mr. Taft spoke with great earnest- 
ness and his remarks, coming a8 @ 
reiteration of a brief reference to 
socialism in his speech at Ada, Ohio, 
yesterday, seemed deeply to impress 
bis hearers. By many his words were 
taken as framing an issue for the 
coming campaign. 

Democrats and Insurgents. 

The president disclaimed an pur- 
pose of making a partisan address, 
but the occasion of his visit here. was 
the unveiling of a bronze tablet com- 
memorating the organization of the 
republican party ‘‘under the oaks” in 
1854, and he could not altogether re- 


frain from a comparison of the party 
with its opponents which was not al-' 


together favorable to the opponents. 


He also declared that popular govern- 
ment must be a government of parties 
and in this connection theré was just 
a passing hint at insurgency. 

The president dec.ared that unless 
individuals are willing to sing minor 
considerations to the will of a ma- 
jority in a party, there will come a 
rule by groups. 

“In that event,” he added, ‘‘the Lord 
only knows where your government 
would be and what it -would accoin- 


plish.” 

The president left here tonight at 
8:30 for Washington by way of Toledo 
and buffalo, over the Lake Shore road. 

In this connection the interesting 
fact .eaked out today that the chief 
magistrate came very near to spend- 
ing tonight in traveling through 
Canada. When the. itinerary of the 
trip was made up by ‘the railroad 
it called for handling the 
presidents car from Jackson to Buf- 
talo, over the Michigan Central rail- 
road, which runs through Canada from 
Detroit to Buflaio. When this came 
lo the atteniion of: the. white -house 
officials there was a hurried change 
of arrangements wod Mr. Taft will not 
leave the confines of his own country.

Mr. Taft spoke in the open air at 
Keely Park to -a grand-stand fled 
with a@ throng which gave him a de- 
momstrative welcome. He said in. part: 

“This meeting today ig not a parti- 
san gathering. It is the memorial of a 
party, but it is historical and not par- 
tisan. What I mean by that distinc- 
tion is that the republican party has 
lived long enough, has taken parts dis- 
tinctive enough in the grewth and 
progress of this country to be treated 
historically and judiciously and with- 
out the fervor and without this par- 
tiality of partisan speech.

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DOLLARS CAUGHT 
BY IACK POTS 


More Evidence About the 
Corruption in Illinois. 


Prosecuting Attorney Says He 
Has Witnesses Who 
| Swear That Thousands Were 
| Poured Into “Jack Pots’’ to 
Kill Bills Before Legislature. 


Springfield, Iil., June 4.—After John 
Dixon, of Peoria, and Henry Lemm, of 
Pekin, wealthy fish dealers, had testi- 
fied before the Sangamon county grand 
jury this afternoon regarding g fish 
bill “jackpot’’ to which Lemm con- 
tributed, and which Dixon said he col- 
lected, State’s Attorney Burke left for 
Bardstown and other Illinois river 
points, where he will fish for evidence 
to connect, if possible, the collection 
of money and its payment to certain 
members of the legislature. 

Te Solve Mystery. 

“There is a mystery here which I 
intend to solve,’’ declared the prose- 
cutor. “Of the collection of the jack- 
pot there is no doubt. Lemm and oth- 
ers have contributed. A sandbagging 
game has been worked on Lenim and 
other fishermen. Dixon admits col- 
léction of some of the money, but -he 
did not pay it direct to any member of 
the legislature, and it is to trace the 
payment of the money that I will now 
give attention.” 

While much attention is being given 
to the fish bill fund by Prosecutor 
Burke, evidence submitted indicates 
this is trivial compared with the big 
“Jackpot” raised to control heavier 
legislation. Thomas Beckemeyer is to- 
day authoritatively reported to have 
mentioned g@ number of Dills. 

For the local option bill eliminating 
the township feature and making the 
city or village the unit to be voted 
upon, Beckemeyer is said to have stated 
a pot of $100,000 was raised, but this 
has been strenuously denied by rep- 
resentatives of the liquor interests. 

For the so-called business corpora- 
tion tax bill whieh was passed and 
Yetoed, it is reported a fund of $35,000 
was raised, while $50,000 is the sum 
mentioned in connection with the Dill 
providing for transfer of valuable lake 
front lands to certain Chicago corpora- 
tions. 

Bondsman Surrenders Browne. 

Chicago, June 4.—Lee O'Neil Browne, 
of Ottawa, Ill., legislative minority 
leader awaiting trial on charge of 
bribery, was surrendered by his bonds- 
man, Alderman John Powers, here to- 
day. Browne was immediately taken 
into custody by the sheriff. Habeas 
corpus proceedings are expected. 
Browne’s bond was $15,000. 

Judge Kickham Scanlon, of the clir- 
cuit court, issued a writ of habeas 
corpus upon the plea of Browne’s coun- 
sel, that the criminal court of Cook 
county has no jurisdiction in the oase. 
Bowne was then taken from the cus- 
today of deputy sheriffs. 

Argument on the petition of 
Browne's lawyers that the Cook county 
court has no jurisdiction was set for 
next Monday morning at 8 o'clock, 
two hours before the alleged brfbery 
case against Browne is called _ in 
Judge McSurely’s division of the Cook 
county criminal court. 

Today’s move presages possibly ex- 
tensive legal complications. 

A new bond for $15,000 was made 
out for Browne and signed by Alder- 
man Powers.

All Railroads Entering City Con- 
cur in Refusal fo Extend 
the Privilege

REASONS GIVEN BY ROADS, 
ABOUT SAME AS PUBLISHE 


Present Tickets Sufficient to 
Permit All Desiring It to Stop 
in Atlanta, They Say--Pretend 
to Fear Ticket-Scalping--Also 
Feared That Other Cities Will 
Insist on Same Thing. 


Atianta’s request for stop-overs has 
been emphatically turned down by the 
railroads. 

In a letter to President F. J. Paxon, 
of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
which is signed by the proper official 
of every railroad entering the city, 
they state their reasons for denying 
Atlanta’s petition. 

In these reasons there is nothing 
new; they are in all respects practical- 
ly the same as have heretofore been 
published. 

In the first place, it is stated stop- 
overs are now allowed on many forms 
of tickets, and that any person who 
wants to stop in Atlanta will find no 
difficulty in doing so. It is feared the 
privilege would cause a considerable 
loss to the roads in revenue, especially 
since the recent reductions in passen- 
ger rates were made. 

If stop-overs were granted to At- 
lanta, it is said they would have to be 
granted to other cities in this territory, 
such as Birmingham, Montgomery, 
Nashville and others. The fear is also 
expressed that there would be manip- 
ulation or scalping of tickets. 

While it is admitted that stop-overs 
are granted to several points in south- 
ern territory, it is asserted that the 
practice is bad, and that the roads in- 
volved are now trying to discontinue it. 

President Paxon’s Letter. 

In transmitting the refusal of the 
railroads to grant stop-overs to Atlanta, 
President Paxon makes the following 
statement: 

“To the Public: The Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce, as a body, has taken 
no action in the matter regarding stop- 
over eb ga to Atlanta, but through 
its officers has been endeavoring to 
demonstrate to the railroads entering 
Atlanta the fact that Atlanta was en- 
titled to stop-over privileges. 

“Two conferences were held here in 
Alanta—one with Major Culp, repre- 
sent ¢ the Southern railroad, and a 
secGssaavith the various officers con- 
nected with the railroads entering this 
city. A third conference was held in 
Washington. .

Action of the Railroads. 


The action of the railroads is set 


forth in the following letter to Presi- 
dent Paxon, just received: 


“Hot Springs, Va., May 25, 1910. 

“Mr. F. J. Paxon, President Chamber 
of Commerce, Atlanta. Ga.—Dear Sir: 
You will recall it was agreed at our 
recent conference in Atlanta, on the 
subject of stop-over privileges, that 
representatives of the initial Atlanta 
lines would consider the matter this 
week and advise you definitely with 
reference to the position of the rail- 
roads. Pursuant to that agreement, 
the undersigned submit below some of 
the reasons that now occur to us why 


j the practice should not be permitted at 


Atlanta. 

“The railways reaching Atlanta grant 
stop-over privileges at Atlanta on 
Summer and winter tourist tickets, on 
homeseekers’ tickets, and. where re- 
quested, grant stop-overs on numerous 
special occasion tickets. 

“Mileage books, the use of which is 
constantly increasing, affords another 
means by which travelers desiring to 
stop at Atlanta en route to destination 
can do s0, without additional cost. 


Only One-Way Tickets. 


| “The only class of travel which 
|; would have to pay additional fare for 
the privilege of sgopping over at At- 
| lanta are those passengers traveling 
on one-way tickets between points 
where the distance is greater via At- 
lanta than via other routes, or, in 
exceptional cases, where the through 
rate is less than the sums of the local 
rates via the short line routes, as, for 
example, the rates from Jacksonville 
to Cincinnati or from New Orleans to 
New York. However, as many of the 
through rates are made on the basis 
of 2% cents per mile to and from At- 
lanta, passengers using this class of 
tickets can stop over at Atlanta with- 
lout additional cost by purchasing tick- 
ets from the point of origin to Atlanta 
and from Atlanta to final destination. 

“Between many points, where the 
through rates are less than the sums 
of the rates to and from AtJanta, the 
difference is only slight. In other 
cases, it is considerable, but it seems 
improbable to us that in any case the 
difference is so great as to restrain a 
passenger from stopping at Atlanta, if 
he should desire to do so. 

Wou'!d Invelve Loss. 


“Tf the volume of traffic desiring to 
uSe the stop-over privilege at Atlanta, 
where that would afford a saving in 
the rate, is as large as it 8 represent- 
ed to be, the loss in revenue to the 
earriers will be very considerable, 
while the saving to tie individual 
passenger will be nominal, and, in 
our opinion, not sufficient to divert 
any travel from your city. 

“In view of the many reductions that 
have been made in recent years in 
passenger fares, we do not feel that 
the ral.roads can reasonably be ex- 
pected to make this further conces- 
sion. Within a comparatively short 
period, the rates of fare of the rail- 
roads entering Atlanta have been re- 
duced from three cents per mile to 
rates varying from two cents to two

the state democratic executive com- 
mittee in naming primary and conven- 
tion dates, Governor Joseph M. Brown, 
in a brief statement, announced that 
he will be a candidate for reelection 
in the primary of August 28. 

Governor Brown’s announcement 
does not come as any surprise; his 
friends and the public generally have 
long expected it shortly following the 
executive committee meeting. 

It is well Known that Governor 
Brown purposely and decorously de- 
layed his announcement until this 
time, because he did not desire to put 
a political campaign upon the people 
of the state until the executive com- 
mittee’s action made time and occa- 
sion for it. 

Governor Brown’s Statement. 

In making announcement of his can- 
didacy for reelection, Governor Brown 
says: 

“I have considered it improper to 
make any declaration affecting a can- 
didacy for governor until at least after 
the state executive committee had met 
and named the day and made other 
arrangements for the primary election. 
Now that the committee has met and 
done its work, I consider that the 
people have the right to expect a dec- 
laration of my intention. I therefore 
say I will be a candidate for reelection 


to the office of governor in the pri- 
mary which has been ordered by the 
state executive committee of the demo- 
cratic party to be held August 23 next. 

“At this time, I will only say that 
I have appreciated beyond measure the 
great honor the citizens of Georgia 
have conferred upon me, and have. en- 
deavored to the best of my ability to 
be the governor of all the people, im- 
partially and honestly and in accord- 
ance with the constitution and the 
laws, without regard to class, clique, 
locality or faction. I shall continue 
so to be, and, if reelected, the same 
be my aim throughout 
another term.” 


W. L. MANNING ENTERS 
RACE FOR GOVERNOR 


Launches His 
Boom in Dalton, 


He Makes Speech. 


Dalton, Ga.. June 4.—Whitfield coun- 
ty has a candidate in the face for gov- 
ernor in W. L. Manning, a farmer- 
preacher of the Mill Creek district, in 
the western part of the county. 

Mr. Manning was in Dalton yester- 
day, where his gubernatorial boom was 
launched. He addressed a crowd of 
local citizens in front of The Argus 
building on King street, outlining the 
principles for which he stands: He 
stated that he would not enter the pri- 
mary, but would be an independent 
candidate in the general election, stat- 
ing that he wanted to “stump” the 
state with the nominee. Mr. Manning 
expressed himself as being an out-and- 
out prohibitionist, though he doesn’t 
intend to make prohibition an issue in 
the campaign. He is also in favor of 
reducing the salary of governor and 
other state house officials, going so far 
as to make the statement that he 
would take the office for one-half what 
it now pays.

New York, June 4.—(Special.)—Two 
conferences that will be held next 
week are likely to go a long way to- 
ward clearing the clouds that 
now hang over the railwey rate sit- 
uation. President Taft will give a 


hearing On Monday in Washington to 
a large delegation of railroad _presi- 
cents who feel aggrieved over the in- 
junction suit recently brought by At- 
torney General Wickersham to pre- 
vent an increase in freight rates by 
the Western Traffic Association. As 
the result principally of the efforts 
of George W. Perkins, the western 
railroad presidents will hold a confer- 
ence on Tuesday. 
Material Men to Protest. 


Another meeting that will have a 
strong bearing on the situation will 
be held at the Hotel Belmont in this 
city on Tuesday, at which representa- 
tives of the railway business associa- 
tions from ten states will discuss the 
rate quéstion. The association is the 
natural organizations of manufactur- 
ers of railroad materials, equipment 
and supplies.

Situation Not Satisfactory. 


“The situation has much improved, 
but it is not satisfactory. It will be 
remembered that this was a year of un- 
precedented prosperity.

Phe railroad companies heeded 
these protests and, instead of raising 
rates in order to meet this emergency, 
resorted to that kind of economy 
which wears away bone and sinew and 
impairs efficiency. By the discharge 
of employees, because allowing track 
and buildings to g@uffer, by not making 
needed repairs to carg and locomo- 
tives operating expenses were tre- 
mendously reduced. This year, 1910, 
has brought a return of prosperity. 
The business of the manufacturers, 
the merchants and the farmers bids 
fair to exceed the record year 1907. 
It can not now be urged, as it was 
two years ago, that the railroads are 
not justified in increasing rates be- 
cause of an undue burden that will 
be placed upon their patrons. On 
the contrary, every condition which 
made an increase in rates necessary 
in 1908 remains, and in addition there- 
to the fact that the railroads have by 
arbitration forced upon them by law, 
as well as the duty rests which upon 
them to avoid a widespread and dis- 
astrous conflict with labor,o to add 
approximately $125,000,000 annually to 
thetr pay-rolls.”

STATE PRIMARY OF 1910) 


ILL GOVERN 


Following are the rules in full gov- 
erning the state democratic primary of 
1910, as adopted yesterday by the state 
democratic executive / committee in 
session in Atlanta: 

“The state democratic executive 
committee in regular meeting assem- 


hereby ealls a democratic 


primary election to be he'd on Tues- | 
day, the 23rd day of August, 
in each county of the state and hereby 
adopts the following rules and regu- 
lations, by and under which said 
primary election shall be held. 

“1. That in said democratic primary 
election, candidates for the following 
offices shall be nominated towit: 

“Governor, secretary of state, comp- 
troller general, treasurer, attorney 
general, commissioner of agriculture, 
State school commissioner, one prison 
commissioner, three railroad commis- 
sioners, pension commissioner, chief 
justice of the supreme court, one as- 
sociate justice of the supreme court, 
one justice of the court of *appeals, 
members of congress, and such judges 
of the superior court, solicitors general, 
and members of the genera] assembly, 
and such other officers may be nomi- 
nated as are required by law to be 
elected at the next genera] election. 

For All White Electors. 


“2. All white electors, who have 
duly registered according to law, ir 
respective of past political affiliations, 
and who intend in good faith to abide 
the result of the party primary and 
Support the nominations thereby, are 
hereby declared qualified, and are in- 
vited to participate in said primary 
election. eal 

“3. The county democratic execy- 
tive committee of each county shd]l 
furnish -to the election managers of 
each district and po'ling precinct a 
list of all white registered and legal-

“4. Lhe democratic executive com- 
mittee of the several counties shall 
make al] necessary provisions for hold- 
ing such primary election in their re- 
spective counties, and it may establish 
in any particular district as many 
Polling places as it may deem proper 
and necessary, subject to the general 
primary law. 

As to the Ballot. 
The state democratic executive 
committee shall prepare and furnish to 
the county democratic executive com- 
mittees a form of ballot on which shal] 
appear the names of al] candidates for 
the offices to be filled, except local, 
district or county offices, which shal) 
be supplied by the county democratic 
executive committees. No person shal] 
be deemed a candidate so as to entitle 
his name to be placed on said official 
ballot unless entered by himself and 
the assessment paid by his authority. 
The county democratic committee shall 
have printed and distributed to the 
various polling precincts, in accord- 
ance with the official ballot so fur- 
nished, a sufficient number of tickets 
for use in said primary in said county. 
The voter shall erase from said ballot 
the names of those candidates for 
whom he does not desire to vote, leav- 
ing on said ballot only the names of 
those candidates for whom he wishes 
to vote; previded that in cases where 
more. than one candidate is to be nom- 
inated for a particular office he shall 
vote for as many candidates as there 
are nominations to be made. 

“6. The county democratic executive 
committee in selecting managers for 
the various polling precincts shall. as 
far as practicable. give recognition to 
contesting candidates. 


Consolidation of. Vote, 


“7. That on Wednesday, the 24th day 
of August, 1910, at. noon, the county 
democratic executive committee of each 
county shall assemble at the court- 
house of said county and consolidate 
the vote and declare the result. The 
cnalirman of such county committee 
shall appoint from the friends of the 
Successful -candidates for governor, 
State house officers, supreme and ap-

forth at the same time. 

Oneo fthe committees was organized 
in 1968, and has been holding over 
since that time. 

The other committee. was appointed 
on May 23, 1910, and J. A. J. Henderson 
was elected chairman.

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PENSION FUND OF A 
‘NATION PAID BY ROAD 


— 


Relief Department of Pennsyl- 
vania Expends Over $6,500 a 
Day to Incapacitated Men 
and to Families of Employees 
Who Died in Service. 


—_" 


(From a Special Correspondent.) 


Pittsburgh, Pa., June 4-—Old em- 
Jloyees of the Pennsylvania railroad 
kystem and families of employees who 
died in service are today receiving 
money benefits which amount up in 
size to the pension fund that a small 
nation awards its war heroes and their 
families. The wonderful work that is 
being done by the relief departments 
of the Pennsylvania is echoed in th¢ 
official report issued today. It shows 
that over $6,500 daily was paid to men 
unable to work and families of em- 
ployees who died, the complete figures 
for the month of April averaging that 
Sum each day. 

The sum of $28.292,503.91 has been 
paid out since the organization of the 
relief work. On the lines east of Pitts- 
burgh and Erie the payments for the 
month of April totaled $142,344.92, these 
being made by the relief departments. 

In benefits to the families of mem- 
bers who died $49,292.83 were paid, 
while to members incapacitated for 
work the benefits amounted to $93,- 
062.09. The total payments on the 
lines east of Pittsburgh since the Re- 
lief Fund was established in 1886 have 
amounted to $20,630,599.10. 

In April the Relief Fund of the Penn- 
sylvania lines west of Pittsburgh paid 
out a total of $60,510.50, of which $21,- 
260 were for the families of members 
who died, and $39,260.50 for members 
unable to work. The sum of $7,661,- 
904.81 represents the total payments of 
the Relief Fund of the Pennsylvania 
iines west since it was established in 


1889.

ASK HIGHER FARE 
ON WEST POINT 


Petitign Is Filed by Over 
1,000 Patrons. 


On the ground that it will give bet- 
ter service and will afford greater op- 
portunity to increase the salary of the 
employees of the line, more than 1,000 
patrons of the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad yesterday filed application 
with the railroad commission to in- 
crease the passenger rate from 2 cents 
per mile to 2% cents per mile. 

The Atlanta and West Point line is 
the only railroad in the state of any 
importance that is required to charge 
2 cents per mile, and the petitioners, 
who represent the patrons of the road 
from Atlanta to the end of the line, are 
outspoken in the belief that an in- 
crease in the rate will be beneficial to 
themselves, to the other patrons of the 
line, and to the employees. 

It is argued in the petition that if 
the railroad igs allowed to increase its 
rate the road will thereby be afforded 
opportunity to better its service, to af- 
ford much safer equipment, and to se- 
cure better employees on account of 
paying them better salaries. 

It is pointed out in the petition that 
no other railroad in the state of any 
importance in handling freight and 
traffic is required to charge the un- 
‘usually low passenger rate of 2 cents 
per mile, and for these reasons and 
others of a similar character advanced 
by the petitioners, it is asked that the 
railroad be allowed to increase its rate. 

The petition arrived at the office of 
the commission too late Saturday to be 
set down for a hearing, but the com- 
mission will probably set it for a hear- 
ing some time this week.

JUDGE N. A. MORRIS REPLIES 
TO GILMER COUNTY CHARGES 


Judge N. A. Morris, of the Blue 


Ridge circuit, furnished an interview 
yesterday, tn which he makes reply 
to the charges brought against him in 
connection with the Gilmer county 
situation. 
Judge 
lows: 


“The Blue Ridge judicial! circuit is 
composed of seven eounties, Fanning, 
Gilmer, Pickens, Cherokee, Forsyth, 
Milton and Cobb. The latter four 
counties were several years ago com- 
posed of two political parties, demo- 
trats and populists, In appointing 
registrars for these four counties,I ap- 
pointed two democrats in each of them 
and one man in each county who ac- 
tively affillated with the populists. Ex- 
cept in Cobb county I appointed two 
farmer populists. . 

“Pickens, Gilmer and Faning counties 
are now, and have been for a number 
of years, about equally divided between 
the democratic and republican parties. 
Fach of these counties has strong re- 
publican organizations. In appointing 
registrars for these counties, in each 
of them I appointed two active demo- 
crats and one active republican. 


Judge Norris’ Appointments. 

“In Fanning county, I appointed 
Hon. George W. Phillips, a republic- 
an, -who represented his district in 
the last senate as a republican. 

“In Pickens county I appointed Mr. 
Dave Cowart, who is one of the most 
substantial and strongest republicans 
in the county. In Gilmer county I ap- 
pointed Mr. Gordon Cole, a prominent 
merchant, democrat, and Mr. Jim Goble, 
2 prominent merchant and farmer, 
democrat, Mr. J. O. Hipp, a prominent 
merchant, republican. Mr: Hipp is one 
of the most active republicans in the 
county. I understand that he has 
never voted anything but a republican 
ticket in his life, and will make af- 
fidavit to this effect. 

“When the registrars of Gilmer 
county met. to enter upon the dis- 
charge of their duties, in making up 
a list of the qualified voters, 
complained to me that Hon. T. H. 
Tabor, ordinary. of the county, would 
not deliver to them the original vot- 
ters’ registration oaths, tax default- 
ers’ book and the various tax di- 
gests. They contended that it was 
‘necessary for them to have these 
documents in order to properly § dis- 
charge their duties; that they could 
not classify the voters without the 
original voters.

He 
constructed his dredge boat last fall. 
From eight to ten men are employed 
to operate this boat.

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brought to Gainesville and retorted.

Hunt to look after his mining interests 
his wife takes his direction and ut- 
tends to the business. She frequently 
leaves Gainesville at an early hour on 
Saturdays and goes to the poat to col- 
lect the week’s returns and. pay the 
men for work. She has made the re- 
turn trip from the mines several times 
this winter by night alone. 

There ‘are about fifteen farms opened 
out on the Glades. some of ths land 
produced a bale of cotton to tne acre 
this last year. All the grains of the 
temperate zone flourish and nature on 
this land. Mr. Hunt has 3,700 select 
apple trees about fvuur years clad on 
this property. He has a store near t’.@ 
mines, which supplies the farmers, 
boatmen and sawmill men with dry 
g00dg and groceries.

(From The New York American.) 
No comment on race suicide as ap- 
plied to Americans could be more 
striking than the figures recently pub- 
lished by the Itallan department of 
immigration. Colonel Roosevelt's warn- 
ing to American mothers is accentuat- 
ed by the amazing revelations made by 
ithe bureau. 

The figures show that during the 
past year there were 21 children born 
to every 1,000 American mothers, 175 
to every 1,000 Italian, and 123 to every 
1,000 Spanish mothers. 

There were, accOdrding to the census 
of 1900, about three-quarters of a mil- 
lion Italians in this country, and at 
the present time it is calculated there 
are a million more. Moreover, it is in 
this state that the greatest population 


of Ital.ans is found. They now number 
more than 600,000, an increase of 400,- 
000 in the past ten vears.

Inside of a cen- 
tury, at the present figures, the United 
States will be Latinized.

AND SALARIES INCREASED 


The board of education yesterday 
confirmed the nominations made by 
the teachers’ committee for the full 
corps of teachers for the public 
schools of Atlanta, twenty-six of the 
number being new members of the 
force, increased the salaries of the 
superintendent and assistant super- 
intendent, named a physical examiner 
and fixed the pay of principals of sev- 
eral of the graded schools. 

William M. Slaton succeeds himself 
as superintendent with a salary of) 
thirty-six hundred dollars instead of 
three thousand; Assistant Superin- 
tendent L. M. Landrum is retained, his 
salary being increased from twenty- 
seven hundred to three thousand 
dollars; Charlies S. Culver, principal 
of Technological High School, salary 
two thousagd dollars a year, an in- 
crease of two hundred dollars; Charles 
A. Dean, associate principal and 
teacher of mathematics and shop, 
raised from fourteen to fifteen hun- 
dred a year; R. L. Snyder, associate 
in mathematics and shop, increased 
from twelve hundred to fifteen hun- 
dred; Thomas H. Smoot, of the boys’ 
high school, with department unas- 
signed, who was transferred from the 
Edgewood avenue grammar school, 
was given a fourteen-hundred-dollar 
salary. 

Salaries Are Increased, 

The salaries of the principals of! 
Faith street school, of the East At- 
lanta school, of the Highland Park 
school, of the Oakland City school, of 
the Battle Hill school and of the 
Westérn Heights school were fi at 
one thousand dollars a year.

Fight Will Now Be Transferred 
to Senate, Where Clay Will 
Seek to Have the Site Given 
to Atlanta --- Livingston Has 
Not Yet Lost Hope. 


Washington, June 4-—(Special.)—The 
Atlanta postoffice item went out of the 
sundry civil bill, which was passed 
by the house this afternoon; on a point 
of order made by Representative Mar- 
tin, republican, of South Dakota. The 
fight for the provision will now be 
transferred to the senate. Senator 
Clay will reintroduce the provision 
there, while Colonel Livingston will 
make an effort to secure a favorable 
report from the house committee on 
public buildings and grounds. 

Senator. Clay is confident that he 
can get favorable action in the sen- 
ate. He will have the support of Sena- 
tors Perkins and Hale, members of the 
appropriations subcommittee, in this 
effort. 

Martin Makes Objection. 

When the paragraph authorizing the 
sale of the old postoffice building to 
Atlanta was reached this afternoon, 
Representative Martin was on his feet 
with an objection. The point he main- 
ly stressed was that the item should

Chairman Tawney, of 
the appropriations committee, took is- 
sue with him, and urged him to with- 
draw the point. But.the latter insisted 
he would not, and reiterated his. ob- 
jection.

But Representative 
Martin sti! insisted that Atlanta 
should pay enough for the old build- 
ing to cover the cost of the lot on 
which the new postoffice building is 
erected. He said the old lot had in- 
creased vastly in value since the deed 
was made to the government. 

In reply to this, Representative Liv- 
ingston said Atlanta had given a great 
deal to the government, specifying the 
300 acres of land on which the federal 


worth, he said, $1,000 per acre. 
Big Favors Go North. 

He complained that all the big fa- 
vors of government were going to the 
north, both tariff favors and appropria- 
tions for internal improvements. 

Mr. Martin said this wasn’t so; that 
the south was being dotted everywhere 
with small federal buildings. 

“But the big appropriations go for 
extravagant buildings in the north and 
east,”’ insisted the Georgian. He said 
it was time to stop treating. the south 
like a stepchild, and that the section 
ought to have a fair share in all the 
family favors.

COTTON WAS NERVOUS 
DURING THE SESSION 


Rumors That Federal Grand 
Jury Had Handed Down In- 
dictments in Cotton Case, 


New York, June 4.—The cotton m@gr- 
ket was very nervous and irreguiar 
during today’s trading, being unset- 
-tled by rumors that the federal grand 
jury had handed down indictments in 
the cotton case which was subsequent- 
ly denied. The market closed steady, 
net 2 points higher to 7 points lower. 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 3 points on July, as a result 
of overnight covering orders and bull 
support, but generally 2 to 6 points 
lower, in response to poor cabies and 
favorable weather reporte. During the 
early session the market showed con- 
siderable strength. The big bulls were 
buyers of July and August, and July 
sold up to 14.81, or 9 points net higher 
and 72 points above the low figures of 
Thursday. Later positions, meanwhile, 
rallied to about the closing prices of 
last night, but on this advance, bull 
support was withdrawn, owing to ru- 
mora that injunctions tying up the 
bull campaign might follow a federal 
grand jury indictment, and the market 
turned easy with prices selling off to 
@ net loss of about 8@16 points. The 
rumor of an indictment was denied, 
however, and the whole list firmed 
up late in the morning, on a renewal 
of bull support and coverig. Last 
prices were 7419 points up from the 
lowest. The week-end fixures proved 
very bullish, “showing large spinners 
takings and a good decrease in the 
visible supply, but seemed to have had 
little influence in Liverpool, where 
prices were considerably lower than 
due. Weather conditions were con- 
sidered generally favorable ,and week- 
ly reviews of the crop outlook indl- 
cated a further improvement in the 
condition of the plant. Selling of the 
néw crop months, however, was re- 
stricted by the strength of the statis- 
tical position and the aggressiveness 
of the old crop support. : 

Receipts at the ports today 4,573 
bales, against 6,168 last week _and 
6,752 last year. For the week 35,000 
bales, against 36,463 last week and 
51,323 last year. Today's receipts at 
New Orleans 1,962 bales, against 1,754 
last year.

Cotton futures opened steady at an 
advance of 13 to 20 points on the old 
crop months and a decline of 5 to 6 
points on the new. Opinion was mixed 
on the first call. Shorts in the old crops 
were nervous over the advance in New 
York yesterday, while shorts in the 
new crop were encouraged by the poor 
showing made by Liverpool cables and 
the very favorable weather map. Offer- 
ings of July were small, and the price 
after the call was put 22 points over 
Thursday’s closing on a moderate but 
urgent demand from shorts, who did 
not wish to carry their lines over Sun- 
day. At the end of the first half hour 
of trading, offerings were freer, and 
the price reacted 7 points. August rose 
to a net advance of 15 points, and then 
fell off 3 points. First prices were the 
lowest on the new crops in the early 
trading. At the end of the first half 
hour of trading they were back at, or 
within a point of the level of Thurs- 
day's closing. 

The market was irergular during the 
latter part of the session, with the 
new crops showing strength when the 
old crops fell off under liquidation. 
Around the middle of the morning, July 
was only 3 points above Thursday’s 
closing, while the new crops were 
steady at the level of Thursday’s last 
prices. Later in the morning, a gen- 
eral rise on short covering put the list

|CLOSING CONTRACTS 


MADE SOME DEMAND 


But the Stock Market Closed 
With Fluctuation of Prices 
Rather Wavering. 


New York, June 4.—The closing of 
the week in th stock market gave 
evidence of the extent to which the 
bear position has become. extended in 
the course of the headlong downward 
plunge of prices. The usual disposi- 
tion was manifest to close up contracts 
with the end of the week. The de- 
mand thus developed from the uncov- 
ered bear operators constitute a sus- 
taining power. The inclination of the 
bears to cover shorts was emphasized 
when they provoked a res{sting power 
in the market by raiding tactics. Sud- 
den and violent rebounds from rapid 
declines in ene or two. stocks, notably 
Union Pacific and Reading, indicated 
the subsidence of the pressure of liqul- 
dation and pointed to a more general 
demand. There was a fling of relief 
from some of the more hysterical firms 
of alarm which were an influence in 
indiscriminate throwing over of stocks 
yesterday. The decrease in the ac- 
tivity in the dealings at the higher 
levels was a notable feature which gras 
regarded as indicative of uncertainty 
still remaining in speculative senti- 
ment. The market closed with a rath- 
er wavering fluctuation of prices in 
progress. 

The contest between the government 
authorities and the railroads over the 
question of increasing freight rates 
kept up its dominant interest. The re- 
port that a conference was to take 
place next week between President 
Taft and the railroad «xecutives had 
some effect in inducing a suspension of 
influence of the subject, but this 
not extend beyond a desire to await 
further developments. The passage 
through the senate of the railroad bill 
was not regarded as more than a step 
toward the settlement of a question 
which is expected to continue an un- 
settling influence in the stock market 
until it is out of the way. There is a 
belief that the vexed question of rail- 
road rates may have to wait for settle- 
inent on the final action on the ratl- 
road bill, which now goes to a confer- 
ence between the two houses of con- 
gress, which is expected to be pro- 
longed. 

The increase of nearly 12,000 cars 
in the net surplus of freight cars in 
two weeks to May 25, reported by the 
American Railway Association, was an 
encouraging factor. There was a time 
in October of last year, when this as- 
sociation reported a net shortage of 
5,740 cars in the freight car supply 
coincident with the height of the bus- 
iness and industrial revival. The ir- 
regular increase of idle cars up to 
May 11 to the number of 122,593 is an 
influence to be reckoned in the dis- 
position of railroad managers to cur- 
tail. outlay for new equipment. A 
turn for the better in this situation 
will be watched as an index of. traffic 
conditions, 

The bank statement revealed but 
slight effect on the loan item as a re- 
sult of the week’s heavy liquidation 
in stocks, and there was an unexpect- 
ed decrease of over $4,000,000 in actual

The scarc- 
ity of néarby of] and the strength ‘of 
the spot situation has made opera- 
torg cautious, however, and sejling has 
bee mmoderate and restricted largely 
to ‘the professional element. 

The action of the market offered 
encouragement to‘the bearish contin- 
gent, and predictions of lower values 
were circulated more freely than here- 
tofore. The mdin c@ntention was that 
present prices were too high to prompt 
buying for consuming purposes, and 
that the market was left to the specu- 
lative-bulis to maintain. On the other 
hand, the advocates of higher prices 
admitted a falling off in demand for 
consuming requirements, but contend- 
ed that the strength in the spot and 
June deliveries was an indication of 
the actual scarcity of real oll. It was 
further claimed that: this searcity wtll 
play a prominent part if framing the 
course of the market up to October l, 
and that recent high points will look 
cheap before the new crop oil arrives. 

Commission houses were the largest 
buyers on weak spots, and it is un- 
derstood that many standing orders 
were executed. Brokers, who are uSsu- 
ally -affiliated with the large refining 
interests, were quietly buying July, 
September and October without mak- 
ing any attempt to advance prices. 
The Operator who. was successful in 
leading the late upward movement ‘fs 
expected to return Monday, and there 
are many who expect a different coursé 
of events when this interest is again 
at the helm. 

Consumers have manifested little in- 
terest tn the week’s’s market. The de- 
mand from the larg® manufacturing in- 
terest@ has been practically nil. Not 
7 have: the compound makers re- 
frained from purchasing: oll, but their 
absence: from the stearine market has 
resulted in a decline in oleo stearin: 
from 14 to 12%c. The latter ts the low- 
est ‘price since last November. The 
margarine makers have 'taken oil on 
contracts, but additional business has 
been conspiouous bY its absence. A 
fair rum of jobbing transactions is re- 
ported in the high-grade oils, but 
round lots have remaineq dull and 
more or less neglected. 

Export trade has remained light, al- 
thongh some business for July oil was 
placed on the declines. No sizable 
stocks of cotton ol] are held abroad. 
but the present level of prices prevents 
any matérial replenishment of stocks. 
The foreign movement from this port 
for the week aggregated 3,040 barrels. 
Recent importattons of English cotton 
oil have been heavy, and the. market 
seems to be overstocked with this de- 
scription. An, atttempt was made to 
deliver ofl], thought to be English 
against contracts of “off” ofl, but buy- 
ers refused to accept the shipments. 
A case was brought up before the 
board of governors on the produce ex- 
change, and considerable interest was 
‘manifested in the outcome. In this 
case the buyer failed to prove the oi] 
was English, and the ve was up- 
held. This does not indicate, however. 
that English of] is acceptable on “off” 
oil contract. The action caused a ma- 
terial slump in the prices of “off” oil. 

The quantity of English ofl on the 
market !s said to indicate the with- 
drawal of the soapmakers, and it is 
thought that these interests have final- 
ly covereg their season's supplies. Soya 
bean oi] hag not proved to be the sat- 
isfactory substitute that was anticf- 
pated early last fall, and svapmakers 
have experienced more or less diffi- 
mesa 4 in producing a hard. product. A 
goodly part of the late arrivals of bean 
of] have been used for paint- -making 
purposes. 

Crude off has continued inactive, 
with offerings exceedingly light. Hold- 
ers asked 64c for old crop crude, but 
buyers’ views were considerably under 
this price. New orude has not com- 
manded any unusual interest. Buyers 
appear content to await further de- 
velopments concerning the new seed 
crop before placing extensive orders 
in new crude oil deliveries. 


SHORT S'NE OF COTTON 
WON DURING WEEK 


New Orleans, June 4.—Cotton futures 
this week show a loss of 18 to 48 
points, compared with last week's 
closing. July shows a loss of 18, 
against a loss of 48 points, while new 
erop months show a loss of 36 to 39 
points. The strength of July was due 
principally to the covering operations 
of shorts who were uneasy over the 
rumors that the July option in this 
merket would not be neglected by the 
bull clique as was the May option. 

Prices favored the short side of the 
market the week through, the highest 
levels being made on Monday. From 
that session; on until Thursday, prices 
“steadily declined, an the. belief in bear- 
ish bureau feports on acreage and 
condition. The lowest prices of the 
week were made on Thursday, which 
was Bureau day. The condition report 
of 82 per-cent of the normal, however, 
did not have as much of a bearish ef- 
fect as expected, because of the heavy 
short selling of the early part of the 
week. Shorts tried to take profits on 
the report, and found themselves bid- 
ding in an oversold market. 

News® from the cotton belt favored 
the bears from the beginning to the 
end of the week. The gist of reports 
was that cotton which went through 
the freeze of the spring was doing 
_ better than expected; that replanted 
cotton was up to a perfect stand: that 
fields were clean, and that the ground 
was in a better state, through con- 
wtant working, than ever was known 
before. From some parts of Texas came 
complaints of too high temperatures, 
but these complaints were lost in the 
floods of favorable reports from other 
sections of the belt. Blooms were re- 
ported in one or two sections of Louis- 
lana and Mississippi as well: while 
the early sections of these two States, 
and Texas also, promised more early 
cofton than was thought possible a 
short time ago. [n short, there was 
mothing in the news coming from the 
cotton region that the bulls could use. 
and they contented themselves with 
pointing out, in market letters, that, 
with all the favorable crop reports; the 
short side was unable to put October 
bélow the 12-cent mark. 

The demand for spot cotton was 
somewhat better, but was met by small 
supplies. The declines in futures went 
far enough to allow: some: little hedged 
cotten ‘be turned: loose at prices 
that Kory the ideas of spinners,’ and 
this was quickly bought up. Spot prices 
lost 5-16 of a cent during the week, 
middling closing at 144, against 
1415-16 a week ago and 10%, + #this 
week last year.

must be increased. With this in view, 
Mrs. Frederick Hodgson, chairman of 
the membership campaign, is working 
hard. 

She has committees of assistants 
each ward and in that way hepes 
interest every citizen in Atlanta 
the geod health crusade. 

In one family which is visited dally 
by one of the two nurses there are two 
members of the family bed-ridden with 
the dread disease and four other mem- 
bers afflicted with it, among these two 
little children. The accompanying cut 
shows members of the family. Miss 
Lowe, the nurse, with her hand on the 
youngest child’s head. There are sev- 
eral cases similar to this, and in ail 
thirty at different places where these 
two murses are fighting the spread of 
the disease by instructing those in the 
vicinity as to how to protect them- 
selves and those who are suffering to 
help themselves.

‘‘Strike Tuh.’’

It is not often that fans go to a

Like “my mother's old red shaw!,”’ 
in the ballad, Silk O’Loughlin’s cher- 
ished garment is tattered and is torn 
and shows signs of being worn. In 
fact, his fellow-umptres wonder how 
he keeps it together, and of what 
wondrous material it was originally 
constructed, for Silk has worn it for 
nigh on a dozen years. For rather 
would Silk lose his job than his shirt. 

Silk got his nickname away back in 
1898, when he was umpiring in the 
New York State League.. In the town 
of Cortland one day he gave an aé- 
verse decision to the home team and 
he was chased out of town, pursued 
by the outraged populace. He 
caught and thrown into a lake and if 
a farmer fad not come to his assis- 
tance he might have been drowned. 
The farmer seized O'Loughlin by the 
shirt and hauled him out. That shirt 
saved Silk’s life. It is the same shirt 
he wears today

And above and beyond 
these essentials, one must be saturat- 
ed with an enthusias: that never 
ebbs./ Team work, where more than 
one driver is employed, is as important 
as on a baseball or football team. 

The racing driver who wins fame 
and money must never shirk; must be 
ready always to jump in at an in- 
stant’s notice and take the wheel of a 
car where motor, under the touch of 
his foot on the throttle, will soon be 
roaring and barking and spitting 
smoke and fire with fiendish glee. 

Of the General Motors .team. per- 
haps the best known are Louis Chevro- 
let. the Swiss, and Robert Burman, the 
Michigander. Both have been driv- 
ing racing cars for some years, and 
both have gained their greatest fame 
at the wheels of Buick cars. 

In a race of long duration, as a 
*4-hour race, when two cars are run, 
alternate drivers are provided. Arthur 
Chevrolet relieves his brother and 
George Dewitt is Burman’s relief.

Dr. Warren has with him, in addi- 
tion to the bewildering array of parts 
and miscellany, a medicine chest that 
affords materials for every first aid 
to the injured emergency that may 
arise—banda@ges. eye lotions, stimu- 
lants, etc. Warren’s medical 
knowledge stands him in good stead 
in many instances. In the recent 
Brighton Beach race the track was 
dusty and attention to the eyes was 
imperative every time a driver came 
off the track.

In the matter of personal habits— 
diet, bedtime and the ‘ike—a supcr- 
vision is maintained that insures the 
drivers always being keyed up to the 
highest efficlency. It is not neces- 
gary that a strict regimen be laid 
down and enforced, for the racing 
driver is usually a man who realizes 
that his life depends upon his physi- 
cal condition and who considers it a 
duty to himself and his employers to 
live temperately in all things. 

Louts Chevrolet in his adopted home 
of Beaune, Switzerland, turned so the 
machinist’s trade. The bicycle indus- 
try was booming and in.1897 he went 
to Paris and began to ride “power 
bicycles,’ as they were known at that 
time. 

When Chevrolet come to the United 
States in 1900 he began work on motor 
cars in various factories, and five 
years later made his racing debut.

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AUTO TIRE TALK. 


By W. 8. MeNeal. 

Of all things that are in use today, 
I believe that men expect more out of 
rubber tires for their money than any 
other article that is on the market. 

Automobile drivers will beat and 
bang a tire, over rough roads and up 
against all kinds of sharp obstacles, 
without any regard in care for 
the tire, and after the tire is ruined, 
by their own carelessness, they will 
Geclare that they hit nothing to injure 
rubber and fabric, yet they have torn 
the tire all to pleces. Does riding on 
four rubber air bubbles make liars wut 
of good men? This question is often 
asked, but who will try to answer it? 
Yet all evidence is against the kicker. 

Men who run automobiles do not 
take proper care of their tires, and at- 
tribute any tire trouble that they may 
have to defective material or work- 
manship om the tire. This is wrong. 
Every driver of automobiles must con- 
sider himself to blame for the major- 
ity of his tire and tube troubles, and 
as an aid to tire buyers, to see where 
their troubles commence, they must un- 
derstand that through carelessness 
they are getting only 87 per cent nor- 
mal wear and tear out of their tires 
and 48 per cent out of the tubes, when 
they ought to have 100 per cent out ef 
their tires and tubes. 


Causes of Pneumatic Tire Troubles.

& result of investigations in several 
thousand repair jobs: 


Wear and Tear of Tires.

“ankers’ Association, 
eld in Atlanta on Tuesday and Wed- 
esday, will 
nost largely attended meeting of its 
‘ind ever held in the state. 

More than 500 bank officials, repre- 
enting almost as many of the largest, 
trongest and most progressive banks 
n the state, will assemble for the 
irst session, which will be held Tues- 
ay morning. 

Since the issuance more than a 
reek ago of the Invitations by the At- 
inta Clearing House Association, 
vhich will entertain the visitors while 
hey are in the city, acceptances have 
een pouring in from all sections of 
the state, and it wus early seen that 
he attendance would break all rec- 
rds, barring not even the one estab- 
ished here in 1906, when the bankers 
f both Georgia and Florida met. 

Cause of Great Increase. 


This increase in attendance is aue\ 


is said, to two causes—the phe- 

»omenal increase in the membership 
“f the association and the realization 
on the part of the members of the 
great good that may be obtained from 
attendance. At the meeting last year, 
which was ‘held in Brunswick, the 
membership of the association num- 
bered 356 banks, while today this num- 
ber has been tncreased to 475, or pos- 
sibly slightly more. 

That those who are to attend repre- 

nt financial institutions of the high- 
ost standing not only fn the state, but 

n the south, is proven by the list of 
acceptances already received, which 
‘meludes at least one representative 
from practically all the large banks 
n the state. The larger institutions 
in Macon, Savannah, Columbus, Augus- 
ta and Brunswick will be, in a number 
if cases, represented by two or even 
‘hree of their officials. 

Of the former officials of the as- 
sociation a goodly number are expect- 
ad to attend. This is especially true 
of the seventeen presidents who have 
served the organization. 

Vreeland an Honored Guest. 

In attendance at the meeting will 
be Congressman E. B. Vreeland, at 
present a member ‘of congress from 
New York and a member of the 
national monetary commission, which 
consists of three men. Mr. Vreeland 
nas a reputation as wide as the con- 
tinent for his intimate and practical 
Knowledge of monetary matters, and 
it is expected that his address to the 
ssociation will be a distinct feature 
of the convention. 

At the present time Congressman 
Vreeland has not announced the sub- 
ject upon which he will talk, but it is 
thought not at all improbable that he 
will take up the currency reform which 
has been so widely agitated for some 
time past. This {es a matter of vital 
import to banking interests every- 
where and Mr. Vreeland is possibly 
more closely in touch with the coun- 
try’s needs along this line than any 
other man in the country today.

Progressive Conservatism. 

What may be called the progressive 
eonservatism of the banking Interest 
of Savannah has become well known 
through its wide business territory, the 
conservatism shown in the unbroken 
record of the banks that have been 
organized in the city, and its progres- 
siveness in the great increase in capi- 
talization, in surplus and undivided 
profits as shown by the published 
statements of the banks, and in the 
increase, the very vast increase in the 
amount and number of depositse that 
are being made annually.

tire block. It was built of white mar- 
ble at a very great expense. The 
branch bank of the Citizens’ and 
Southern bank is also one of the new 
banking buildings.

Were this link, as Mr. Inman elaborates, provided with a de- 
cent paving, a sweeping segment of the city and county, from West 
View on one side, to the Chattahoochee river on the other, taking the 
city territory of which the Western and Atlantic railroad is the 
boundary, would at once be placed in intimate touch with the heart 
of the city. 

Ashby street runs along the western boundary of the city from 
Bellwood to Battle Hill and the West View district. Equally with 
Whitehall, Decatur, Marietta and Peachtree, it is logically a pivotal 
artery of Atlanta. Yet, this section has long been, in a sense, a 
municipal orphan through inadvertent neglect, accentuated in the in- 
completeness of the Mitchell-West Hunter link, which should join 
its tremendous territory to the center of municipal activities. 

Mr. Inman shows that his own contributions of land for street 
widening purposes, and other donations to civic improvements, have 
borne heavy dividends. If, equally, the property owrers along 
Mitchell and West Hunter will insist upon the repaving of this 
stretch, council may be counted upon to meet them half way in the 
consummation of the project. 

In municipal improvements, as in each other constructive phase, 
Providence helps those that help themselves. That is the lesson of 
Mr. Inman’s communication which, materialized, will insure develop- 
ment to a large section of Atlanta that has allowed itself to be sys- 
tematically ignored.

“We might add,” says The Blue Ridge Post, quoted elsewhere

The attitude of our contemporary is an extreme one, with which 
The Constitution does not wholly coincide. 

But it carries a sufficient substratum of truth to give pause to 
the least thoughtful, as well as the more militant, of our denomina- 
tions fired with the practical missionary idea. 

The basis of the creed of Christ is carrying the gospel to they 
“which are not of this fold.” | 

It is in materializing that doctrine that the various denomina- 
tions have made many of their most glorious conquests, in the name 
of civilization no less than in the name of the Nazarene. 

Yet it is not conceivable that Christ, in promulgating His divine 
program, meant we should reach over the “Greeks at our doors” to 
those metaphorical “Greeks” of jungle, strand and desert, no whit 
more needy, deserving or responsive to evangelizing influences than 
the neglected of our own community. 

To so distort the gospel is to perpetrate a blunder which can- 
not be otherwise than detrimental to the ultimate vindication of 
religion everywhere. 

For instance, as one of our correspondents recently pointed 
out, and as The Blue Ridge Post so dramatically illustrates, there 
is a tremendous territory in the principality of the Blue Ridge, as 
large or larger than the German empire, wherein the purest speci- 
mens of the Anglo-Saxon race in its pristine integrity dwell isolated 
and neglected. 

To quote the phrase of Kipling—these are “mine own people.” 
Bone of our bone, flesh of our flesh, common inheritors of Ameri- 
can privileges and institutions, they are stinted in the harvest of 
their birthright because of the all-dividing ramparts of the Blue 
Ridge. 

The gospel points an unwavering finger to the fields across the 
seas, but at the same time, and with a force and a command equally 
unrelenting, it points the churches to a clamoring and disregarded 
duty at home—not only among the millions of half-heathen blacks, 
but among the many needy whites, as pictured by The Post! 

With the blacks it is largely a case of protection of the whites, 
if the humane and Christian element be eliminated. This race, bed-

In this connection, The Constitution publishes elsewhere on this 
page a remarkable interview with Atlanta’s chief of police, Henry 
Jennings. In its original “Sermon to the Church,” this paper in 
urging duty of the churches toward the masses of the negro, em- 
phasized, aside from the humanitarian phase, the reason that the 
disease, vice and crime:of a large percentage of the race inevitably 
inaculated the white contiguous race with their ruinous conse- 
quences. 

In the symposium that followed a host of prominent ecclesi- 
astics, approving The Constitution’s suggestion, commending its 
crusade, yet questioned if we did not exaggerate those malignant 
conditions among the negroes. 

Here is the statement of Chief Jennings, a final authority in the 
matter of negro crime, as proof of The Constitution’s position. He 
says, “The rank and file of the negroes—the masses—are becoming 
worse instead of better. This degeneration, unchecked, will ulti- 
mately ‘mean serious trouble between the races, dragging one toward 
the abyss and impeding the progress of the white man.’

A portion of the negro race is progressing—wonder- 
fully. The mass is “headed toward the abyss.” Inevitably, its 
journey in that direction must disastrously affect that white race 
with which it is so inextricably intermingled. 

Does not the menace of such a situation ring with the clearness 
of a clarion the equal duty of the churches at their very doors?

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ALBANY SETS A PACE IN LIFE-SAVING. 


In that vital science of municipal sanitation, underlying the life ' 
and efficiency of every dweller in the modern city, the little town 
of Albany, Ga., is setting the other municipalities in Georgia a 
significant pace. 

A few days ago its sanitary department, and Albany has a 
tolerably well equipped department for a city of its size, planned 
a thoroughgoing campaign against the mosquito which, in addition | 
to being an unmitigated nuisance, also spreads disease at his sweet 
will. 

Elimination of the mosquito is relatively a simple matter. It 
consists mainly in oiling stagnant waters and cesspools and in keep- 
ing sedulously closed all other avenues that adapt themselves to 
the purpose of breeding-places. 

The dispatch in which we learn of the anti-mosquito crusade 
of the Dougherty metropolis makes no reference to what should be 
companion measures against the typhoid-fly—the common house-fly, 
whose potentialitics for evil equal if not exceed those of the singing 
mosquito. 

We. assume, however, that a city as thoroughly alive as Albany 
makes as adequate war against the typhoid-fly as against the mos- 
quito. 

In this connection, we should like to see every town, village 
and hamlet in Georgia adopt and enforce intelligent and sufficient 
safeguards against the mosquito and the house-fly—musca domes- 
tica, is his scientific name. 

The economic and sociological gospel of the twentieth century 
accentuates that the first obligation of the community is toward 
the health and lives of its citizens. 

Individual and collective efficiency, morals—spiritually, in a 
way—are builded upon physical soundness. 

It matters not what boundless or versatile resources a com- 
monwealth may enjoy. If it provide not for the conservation of 
the health of its citizens, it will be ignoring its primary obligation 
and its other endeavors will be founded upon a fallacious basis. 

Arguing from this premise, it is the first duty of every com- 
munity in Georgia to observe such fundamental sanitary regulations 
as will eliminate or minimize the diseases we have now learned 


Sanitation of the proper sort will lessen and finally abolish the 
malignant activities of tuberculosis, typhoid, malaria, the hook- 
worm disease and numerous other maladies spread by medium of 
germs. 

A few years ago some of the more conservative, or “tight- 
wadded” communities, used to protest that garbage ordinances, 
anti-mosquito laws. ample sewer and water facilities, anti-fly pro- 
vision and other health-giving regulations cost too much money. 

Todav. the universal concession is that it costs too much not 
to enforce these prophylactic and curative measures. 

For every dollar spent in sanitation, wisely, a community may 
rest assured it iS safeguarding one, perhaps several, valuable lives. 

That is the genius of the gospel of Albany, Ga.

UNLESS WHITE

“By throwing proper restraint around 
the megro youth, such as is contem- 
plated tm the reformatory idea I have 
favored, I confidently believe that 
crime, now taking tell of the public 
treasury amé public morals, weuld be 
weduced 50 per cent im ten years. The 
megicotea negro is the white man’s 
burden, since his sims are visited upon 
our society.” : 

The above remarkable statement is 
from Henry Jennings, chief of the At- 
lanta police department, given out in 
an interview touching upon The Con- 
stitution’s @iscussion of the menace 
confronting whites in the negro’s pres- 
ent condition. \ 

Chief Jennings, who has watched the 
race situation since the slavery era, 
and who is always conservative in his 
views, predicts that there is grave 
danger of a race war if the thinking 
white people do not busy themselves 
in the work of attention to and direct- 
tion of the weaker race. 

Whether or not the churches are 
Going what they should de in this 
direction, Chief Jennings says he is tn 
mo position to judge, but he does knew, 
from personal observation, that the 
great masses of the biacks, especially 
the youth, are neglected, with the re- 
sult that in vice and crime they ehroa- 
ically menace the superior race. 

“As in the law of nature,” sald Chief 
Jennings, “a strong mind or character 
has a compelling influence on the 
weaker intelligence, and this is emi- 
nently true of the white race with 
reference to the negro. 

“The negro apes the white man in his 
mode of life. He does not receive the 
proper encouragement, and through 
ignorance in his effort to strike out 
upon his own resources, he soon gets 
into trouble. Through the courts and 
chaingang he then goes, and when he 


_. 
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is thrust upon society again, he is as 
ignorant as he was before He has 
an inlaid feeling of resentment against 
the law now added to his natura, 
and it is not long before he commits 
another crime. Thus a manufactured 
criminal is turned out, when in the 
beginning the stronger mind, exerting 
its influence on the weaker, could have 
saved him for society. 

“There are numbers of negroes who 
try to be law-abiding, but on account 
of ignorance and lack of encourage- 
ment and instruction from the whites, 
they unwittingly go astray. These 
try to teach others and they fall. 

“Young negroes flocking from the 
country into the city with ideas mn 
easy life pictured glowingly in thelr 
minds, meet with bad associates and 
become fit for nothing. 

“There should be means to take the 
negro youth in charge and place him 
in a reform schoo! before he is given 
a chance to commit a serious crime 
and his first lawless Mttle outbreak 
should be the signal. 

“Proper restraint and forced instrus- 
tion would im ten years’ time reduce 
crime 60 per cent, I confidently believa, 

“As to the work the churches are 
doing for the negro, I am not in posi 
tion te speak, but I have observed 
that the rank and file of the negrees— 
the masses—are becoming worse in- 
stead of better.

Mrs. Elder's letter is as follows: 

“Editor Constitution: In reading of 
taking the census of Fulton county 
puts one te ruminating, as Bill Arp 
used to say, aga thinking of the time 
when my father, Daniel N. Pittman, 
took the census of Gwinnett county in 
1850. I never heard of anyone object- 
ing in thoBe days, as they do now, but 
there were no ignorant negroes, 
tramps or scalawags in those days. 

“I had vacation, and when my father 
had fimished all the manuscripts I 
helped him transfer them to the 
ledgers. He traveled all over the 
county On horseback, or in his one- 
seated sulky, as they were called in 
those days. I do not know what they 
are called now. : 

“He Knew almost every man person- 
ally, as we had lived in Lawrenceville 
a long time, end he had represented the 
county fn the legislature for twelve or 
fourteen years, and he had been to the 
different districts to drill men and 
boys in military tactics. We were liv- 
ing, at the time he took the census, be- 
tween Lawrenceville and Stone Moun- 
tain, where the road crosses between 
Rockbridge or Lithenia, and Pinkney- 
ville. There was no Norcross nor any 
railroad then, but Pinkneyville postof- 
ace, and a cross roads store. Norcross 
and the Air Line ratlroad have been 
built since the war. 

Facts in Ledgers. 

‘There were three large ledgers sent 
to my father. and we had to transfer 
everything to them—land, negroes, 
chickens, cows, hogs, horses, dogs and 
children, 

“We had an old gentleman by the 
name of McQuene, who lived In Sugar 
Hill district, to come down and help 
us. It took us about three months to 
get them ready to be sent away. 

“I had to sit almost all day apd call 
over the heads of the families, give 
the old gentleman or lady then his or 
her age, then oldest child to the 
youngest, giving the age of each; then 
came in number of acres of land, ne- 
groes, horses, cows and sv on. One 
ledger was to be kept at Lawrence- 
ville, one sent to Milledgeville, and one 
to Washington, D. Cc.

Golden Age, Edited By ‘‘Earnest Willie,’’ Thus Charac- 
terizes Constitution’s Appeal for Half-Heathen. 


Sign, Indeed.’’ 


(From The Golden Age.) 

It is a wholesome sign indeed when 
a great secular paper like The Atlanta 
Constitution feels called upon to mount 
the pulpit and preach a sermon on 
evangelism to the church. The Consti- 
tution speaks with sage-like wisdom 
and sound orthodoxy on the question 
of saving ourselves and the negroes by 
giving them the Gospel. The Consti- 
tution finds a text for ite ringing ser- 
mon in the recent allotment of bishops 
by the Methodist church, south, to 
Japan, Corea, Brazil, Mexico and other 
foreign countries, while no appoint- 
ment was made for work among the 
negroes. 

This arraignment could have heen 
made of other denominations, of 
course, for, outside of a few schools 
planted by the whites here and there, 
little indeed is being done to really 
preach the pure, full gospel to the 
negroes at home.

Referring to the effort to evangelize 
the heathen and foreigner, The Con- 
stitution says: 

“That ig admirable! It is a scriptural] 
injunction that the Gospel of &trist 
should be carried to the heathen. And, 
in this twentieth century, obedience 
to the injunction harmonizes with the 
most consecrated thought of our day. 

“Rut—we look vainly throughout the 
allotments for bishops, who arg to 
minister to—more than 196,000,000 
semi-heathen at our doors, the mass of 
negro then, women and children who 
today constitute one of the greatest 

urces of potential menace to the ma- 
erial and spiritua] and physical wel- 
fara of the Anglo-Saxon in the south- 
ern etates. 

“The plains end the jungles and the 
strands of foreign nations offer an in- 
viting field for evangelization. 

‘In America, at this moment, mil- 
lions of negroes are living in figura- 
tive jungles of ignorance, of actual or 
passive immorality and criminality, of 
contempt for or ignorance of law, of 
brooding resentment and of fetichism 
to evil and superstition beside which 
the darkness of Africa and China and 
South America is as noonday. 

“The test af missionary activity is— 
need! 

“Where is need more tragtc, more 
urgent, more impelling than right 
here at our doors? 

“These people are not far off, their 
salvation is not abstract or academic. 

Reach out a hand, and you touch 
one. Every day they come in oontact 


with your family. Momentarily they 
ghape or distort our own c:vilization. 

“They have their own preachers and 
teachers, it may be said. 

“The excuse is a travestry# The av- 
erage—not the exceptional—negra 
sypreacher and teacher is more blind 
than his followers. Eyes sealed, often 
with vice, often with superstition and 
prejudice they attempt to lead through 
the intricacies of history’s most com- 
plicated era, followers whose vision 
is equally blurred. 

“Why does not the great militant 
Methodist church——and others as well— 
more vitally recognize this illimita- 
ble, appealing field? 

“The churches are the sponsors of 
civilization, the mainstays of civiliza- 


tion, 
‘How do they discharge their fune- 


tions when they virtually neglect a 


lhorde of semi-barbartans within cail 


of their altars? 

“How do they reconcile strenuous 
activity abroad with quiescence at 
home, while millions of a child race 
yet in the twilight of the jungle com- 
plicate the lawless and primitive im- 
pulses of jungieland with the vices and 
criminality of the white man? 

“The darkest shadow that sits upon 
our destiny today is the menace of 
the creeping outlawry, the encroach- 
ing disease, the intruding vices of this 
race so inextricably imbedded in our 
socia) structure.” 

Verily, as The Constitution seys: 
“The test of missionary activity is— 
NEED.” And while the negroes have 
preachers at every “cross roads” and 
while we do not enter at all into the 
wholesale charge of some blind WHITE 
HEATHEN that “no negro preacher 
can be trusted” the sad fact remains 
that, upon the whole, the negro masses 
need to be saved from their preachers. 
We rejoice and thank God that here 
and there can be found negro preach- 
ers like Walker, of Augusta, and Cart- 
er and Bryant and Jackson, and Proct- 
tor, of Atlanta, and others who stand 
with them who give as much evidence 
of love for God and loyalty to His 
cause as any white man in the cities 
where they live, buf these brave, true 
men reach out their hands in pleading 
supplication for the Gospel-uplift of 
their race. Hear it people—if the real 
Gospel of Christ doesn’t save the ne- 
gro NOTHING WILL—and in His name 
let us save ourselves and our neigh- 
bors by giving this Gospel to the ne- 
gro at our doors.

The land is one of extremes. The 
Himalayas on the north are covered 
with perpetual snows, and the icy

The plains below lie in the 
tropics, and they are sometimes as hot 
as the burning deserts of Australia, 
where Mark Twain says they feed the 
hens ice to keep them from laying 
boiled eggs. 

India is the wettest land upon earth 

and the driest. It has provinces, such 
as Bikaner, where it does not rain for 
thirteen months in succession and oth.- 
er places where it pours all the time. 
There are localities in the Himalayas 
where six feet of water have been 
known to fall in the space of twelve 
months. 

The country is one of great deserts 
and mighty rivers, of soils which have 
been cultivated since the dawn of his- 
tory and of wastes which the vlow of 

never turned. Physically 
it is a world. 

The People Swarm. 

It is also a world from the stand- 
naint of humanity. It is one of the 
most crowded parts of the globe. It 
three times as many people as the 
States and farming localities 
where there are more than one man to 
the acre. 

Altogether, India has 
and villages than there 
Beston, Baltimore or Bt. 
has cities of large size 
which we hardly know. 
Caleutta, including the suburbs and 
nearby towns is as large as greater 
Chicago, Bombay is bigger than Bos- 
ton, and Madras equals Cleveland in 
size. The population is rapidly graw- 
ing. It has increased 50,000,000 within 
the past thirty years, and is now 300,- 
000,000 all told. 

India is not like China, in that it is 
made up of one race of the same color 
and features, with the same language, 
feligion and customs. It is composed 
eof a score of nationalities and of s0 
many religions and castes that they can 
hardly be numbered. There are tribes 
here which look like our American In- 
dians, others which resemble Chinese, 
scattering places where the people 
have blue eves and brown hair, and 
many localities, where their skins are 
as black as a negro’s. There are more 
races in Hindustan than on the con- 
tinent of Europe, and as to tongues 
there are something lfke 700 different 
dialects, and languages are spoken by 
millions which ere not understood by 
the others. 

A Land of Many Gods. 

As to religiona, India has more 
etrange gods than any continent upon 
eatth. There ts no place where the 
faith of the people so varies and none 
where man’s belief means more to him- 
selg and his family. The religions are 
so strange that a book as big ae a four 
Goliar Bible might be written about 
them and not tell ft all. India has 
20,000,000 Hindoos divided up into 
eastes, many of which number mifilions. 
It has more Mohammedans than the 
Bultan of Turkey has subjecta and 
about 9$,000,000 Buddhists. 

In addition to thig there are several 
million Sikhs, more than a million 
Jains, and in the neighborhood of 100.- 
000 Parsees, who believe in the faith 
of Zoroaster, worshiping fire. There 
are among the aborigines of the back- 
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woods nature worshipers known as An- 
imists, to the number of 8,000,000 and 
more; they believe in spirits and witch 
craft and offer bloody sacrifices io 
their devil-like gods. There are also 
18,000 Jews and 3,000,000 Christians of 
various sects. It surprises me to find 
so many Christians in India. They are 
mostly Roman Catholics and Nestori- 
ans, although. there are Methodists, 
Baptists, Presbyterians and other 
branches of the Protestant faith. I see 
that Bishop Thoburn says that there 
are now about a million of native Pro- 
testant Christians and that the Chris- 
tian population has increased 640,000 in 
the space of ten years. Our mission- 
aries are alive and they are doing great 
good. 
A Otty of Palaces. 

Calcutta is one of the chief seats of 
the unrest. I do not wonder at it. 
There is no place where the difference 
of conditions is more pronounced. 
These Hindoos are among the poorest 
peoples on earth. Among them _ are 
millions who always go to bed hungry, 
and in the slums here are people who 
count their bites to see whether they 
will have enough for the morning. At 
the same time Calcutta has its fash- 
ionable residence quarters, the homes 
of the British, where money flows like 
the Ganges and fortunes are spent in 
one season. 

I wish I could show you the better 
parts of Calcutta. It is a city of pal- 
aces, with immense parks and wide- 
open spaces. It covers about as much 
ground as Chicago in proportion to its 
size, running along the Hooghly with 
the great suburb on the opposite bank. 
The city has lakes and lawns, botanical 
and zoological gardens and a public 
park knon as the Maidan, which runs 
through the fashionable quarter. At 
the beginning of this is the palace of 
the viceroy, a mansion as snowy as 
newly-slacked lime, and several miles 
beyond it, at the opposite end, is the 
big house of the Heutenant general of 
Bengal. Both are surrounded by beau- 
tiful grounds, and the latter has a ban- 
yan tree surpassed only by that in the 
zoological park of which, perhaps, you 
have heard. 

The Maidan is bordered with club- 
houses and mansions. The most fash- 
ionable homes of Calcutta look out 
upon it and it forms the social heart of 
the city. It has a race track with a 2- 
mile course in which now and then 
polo matches are played, and also ten- 
nis courts and grounds for cricket and 
golf. The band always plays there of 
an evening and the people come forth 
and drive about in handsome turnouts. 
The viceroy and Lady Minto may some- 
times be seen in their carriages with 
their retinue and with native soldiers 
as outriders. There are other officials 
and also rajahs with coachmen and 
footmen in livery. There

peans, Parsees and many Eurasians. 
Every one rides in his carriage and 
every carriage has its liveried coach- 
men and footmen. The coachman is 
usually a bearded man with turban 
and gown; he is always barefooted. 
The footman either stands on the step 
behind the carriage or squats down 
there and holds on. The latter position 
is precarious, and I often wonder why 
the man is not folted out in -going 
over a gutter or rut in the road. In ad- 
dition to such turnouts there are, many 
automobiles. There are eight hundred 
in the city and the most I have seen 
are touring cars which at home would 
cost several thousand dollars apiece, 
and which go like the wind. Do you 
wonder that the hungry Hindoo whose 


.lean shanks have to fiy to get out of 


the way is mad when he contrasts his 
condition with that of the man in the 
car? 

The Palaces and the Black Hole. 

He feels the same when he compares 
his hovel to the mansions on the 
Maidan and the big government build- 
ings of the British officials. The man- 
sion where Lord Minto holds forth is 
of about the same age'as the white 
house at Washington. It is far more 
magnificent and its surroundings have 
ten times the style. West of it Is the 
town hall, a Doric building which was 
finished under the instructions of this 
viceroy’s grandfather in 1813, and néar 
that the magnificent buildings of the 
high courts, which compare in size 
with those of our government depart- 
ments at Washington. Another fine 
structure is the postoffice, which faces 
the lake in Dalhousie Square. I went 
through it today, and as I came out I 
Stopped at the corner and read on a 
tablet the following: 


The marble pavement below this spot 
was placed here by 
Lord Curzon, Viceroy and Governor 
General of India, in 1901, 

To mark the site of the prison in Old 
Fort William, known as the 
Black Hole, 

In which 146 British inhabitants of 
Calcutta were confined on the 
night of the 20th June, 

1756, and from which 
only 23 came out 
alive. 


The pavement marks the exact di- 
mensions of the prison and near it Is 
an obelisk erected by one of the sur- 
vivors. 

The Black Hole is a monument of 
one of the most terrible tragedies of 
the Unrest of India 150 years ago. The 
nabob, or native ruler ordered the in- 
carceration of these vistims and then 
drank himself off to sleep. The 146 
British who were thrown in were 
largely officials. They were driven at 
the point of the sword into a dungeon 
12 feet square. It was in the heat of 
the tropical summer, and the airholes

in only by cabling in advance from. 


Burma. There are several big hotels 
in Calcutta. They are rambling three- 
story buildings, which cover acres, and 
have all sorts of inconveniences. My 
room, for instance, is locked with a 
padlock which snaps with a spring. 
There is only one Key to the padlock, 
and when I left this afternoon the 
key remained inside the room. I could 
not get in until I reported to the man- 
ager, and the servants then had to 
climb up the walls and through the 
window to open the door. I have an 
electric bell, supposedly to call the 
hotel servants. I have rung it again 
and again, and one day I propped my 
umbrella against the button and left 
it there for an hour. I could hear the 
bell ringing, but there was no re- 
sponse. So in self-defense I have had 
to hire a personal servant of my own 
to lie on the floor outside the door at 
night, and to wait upon me during the 
daytime. Iam paying him just 33 cents 
a day, and he feeds himself. 
Hiring a Servant. 

I hired this servant two days after 
I landed in Calcutta. Indeed, I was 
forced to do so, not only on account of 
my need of him, but rather of his need 
for me. The moment our ship came to 
anchor in the harbor a score of would- 
be servants rushed aboard and attach- 
ed themselves to the passengers. Of 
these two settled upon me as their 
prey, and each determined to outdo the 
other. I supposed them servants of the 
Grand hotel, and handed over my bag. 
As soon as I was settled each claimed 
that he had brought my baggage, and 
that this was an implied agreement to 
take him as my boy. Both had sheaves 
of letters of introduction, and each 
seemed equally good. One was a 
straight, dark-faced Hindoo of thirty, 
and the other a turbanned Mohamme- 
dan of forty ¥ so. The Hindoo’s name 

was Nund “Lal, and the follower of the 
prophet ence himself Wali Moham- 
med. J took a day to decide, during 
which time each dogged my footsteps. 
I could not ask for anything, but both 
jumped to get it, and when I attempt- 
ed to slip out to inquire about them I 
found both on guard, ready to follow 
me. If I asked the hours of meals 
the two answered in concert, and if I 
wanted hot water they started on the 
dead run to get it. 
much in the same position as the man

| From Burma to India. 

I came here from Rangoon on a 
British India steamer. The ship was 
one of 3,000 tons, with English officers 
and Hindoo sailors and waiters. The 
cabin stewards were dark-faced, heavy- 
bearded men of forty, who wore black 
velvet caps, white gowns which reach- 
ed to their knees and tight white cot- 
ton drawers below which their black 
bare feet showed The dinner waiters 
wore white Bengalese hats with bands 
of biue ribbon, and their gowns were 
belted in at the waist with blue ropes 
as thick as my waist.’ It was hot all 
the way up the Bay of Bengal, and the 
air of the salon was kept cool by a 
punkah, a long screen so hung from 
the eelling that it could be drawn back 
and forth. A black Malay did this 
work jerking the rope twelve pulls 
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with one hand then changing and 
making twelve pulls with the other. 
The dishes were washed in a bucket on 
deck, the plates being swabbed off 
with a brush on the end of a stick, 
and wiped by a Malay as dirty as the 
Indian, who did the cooking. 

We were several days on the Bay 
of Bengal. The water was indigo un- 
til we reached the mouths of the 
Ganges. These extend for a hundred 
miles up and down the coast, and they 
vomit forth so much silt that it turned 
the ocean to gruel. I took a bath when 
we reached the pilot brig, about a hun- 
dred miles from Calcutta, and upon 
draining the tub my foot prints were as 
plain in the mud as those which 
frightened Robinson Crusoe on his 
desert island. 

The silt of the Ganges is as great as 
that of the Nile. It is said to be five 


jtimes as much ag that of the Missis- 


sippi-Missouri, amounting tg hundreds 
of millions of tons every year. It 
builds up great bars along the shore, 
and makes the work of piloting the 
ships dangerous to an extreme. 

A High-Paid Monopely. 

The pilots of Calcutta are a close 
There are only fifty-two 
of. them, and they monopolize the 
Ganges, or, rather, the Hooghly, for it 
is .on- the: Hooghly branch of the delta 


|1that the ships go up to the city. The 


trade of the river amounts to more 
than a hundred million dollars a year, 
and there is a procession of boats al- 
ways going up and coming down. The 
men receive various wages, the best 
getting as much ag $700 per month. 
To belong to this association one must 
have a first mete’s certificate, and 
must have passed through his appren- 
ticeship. He spends five years at low 
wages learning the river, and then 
graduates in the full rank of pilot. 
The Hooghly cannot be navigated at 
night, and the ships go in with the 
tides. As the latter rise there is often 
a bore which reaches as much as i 
feet, so that the risks are great. 
Millions in Jute. 

As we coasted the shores of thé 
Hooghly we passed jungles infested 
with tigers. The land is low and ma- 
larious and wild beasts roam in it at 
will. A little farther up the houses 
begin, and palm trees are frequent. 
The population grows more and more 
dense, and then comes a region of 
mighty jute mills. On each side of the 
stream tall smokestacks vomit black 
volumes into the sky and near them 
are enormous brick structures where 
the rough bagging for all mankind is 
made. Calcutta ships vast quantities 
of jute to the United States, and much 
of our cotton crop is baled in cloth 
made here on the banks of the Hoogh- 
ly, A few years ago we were taking 
more than 60 per cent of the product 
and today the thousands of Hindoos 
working this fiber are dependent upon 
us for their wages. There are now two 
score jute mills in India and the fute 
annually produced is worth about $990,- 
000,000. There are cotton factories here 
and there between the jute-weaving es- 
tablishments and mills of this kind line 
the Hooghly all the way to Calcutta. 

The stream is filled with shipping. 
Ocean steamers heavily loaded are 
going in and out with the tide. The 
trade of Calcutta is worth hundreds of 
millions, and a large part of the com- 
merce of the empire passes this way. 
Its total foreign trade is the greatest 
of any country of Asia, the imports and 
exports now amounting to more than

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FIRST EXECUTION IN 12 YEARS 
TAKES PLACE IN SWITZERLAND

Pays Roa@’s Laborers. 

The Harmon handling of that prop- 
erty as: receiver was marked by the 
same aggressive, practical methods he 
has employed as governor. This was 
in 1904. One of the first acts of the 
governor—though he was not gov- 
ernor then, nor a prospective candidate 
for the presidency—was to borrow 
$800,000, mainly to meet overdue pay- 
rolls. There was in this act no im- 
mediate thought of promoting his own 
political fortunes. He act the 
principle that the laborer. is rthy of 
his hire, and he got the money to pay 
them off. How he negotiated the loan, 
nobody seems to recall; but he did it 
somehow on security raised in some 
remarkable way. 

There had been anxious days and 
weeks of suspense in the humble 
homes of some thousands of railroad 
employees in Ohio, Indiana, Michigan 
and I}inots, not to mention a province 
in Canada. The butcher, the baker, 
and the candlestick maker who sup- 
plied these homes, also had grounds 
for serious apprehension. Things were 
as bad and the outlook as bleak as 
could possibly be imagined. 

The action of Harmon was not for- 
‘gotten four years later, when he had

Columbus, Ohio, June 4.—(Special.) 
A number of years ago a young lawyer 
of Cincinnati and his wife were sitting 
at the breakfast table reading the 
morning papers containing the returns 
of a presidential election. The demo- 
crats had lost. Ohio and the nation 
had again gone republican. 

“Jud,” said the young wife to her 
husband, as he rose from the break- 
fast table to catch his train for the 
city, “let’s move to Georgia. This 
paper says Georgia is the banner 
democratic state, and a lot of good 
_Baptists live there, so I know we 
would feel at home.” 

But they did not move, and in time 
“Jud” became a great lawyer, and 
then attorney general of the United 
States when the democrats finally did 
win; and now he its discharging the 
onerous duties of the office of gover- 
nor, having been placed there by the 
votes of over half a million citizens. 
He found ther@jwere opportunities for 
aggressive and Fapable democrats even 
in rock-ribbed republican Ohfo. 

On the day after the state election 
of 1908 Judson Harmon was talking 
with the boys who had helped manage 
his campaign. His mind seemed to 


dwell seriously on the cheering crowds 
who had proclaimed him the victor as 
the returns came in the night before, 
and the railway men who had lighted 
his way with torches as he rode on an 
engine from Cincinnati to Dayton the 
previous evening. 

“It wave me a strange feeling,” he 
said. “All those upturned faces of ex- 
cited, cheering men. They are look- 
ing to me as their leader.and to ad- 
minister the laws for their benefit. 
And, boys, with the help of God, I am 
going to do it.” 

A Man Who Does Things. 

The incident is recalled as one of the 
few occasions on which the governor 
showed so much feeling. Ordinarily he 
is a sturdy, self-contained, robust and 
self-reliant man, His aim is _ cold- 
blooded, practical efficiency, rather 
than to impress those with whom he 
comes in contact. 

His big, compact, well-knit frame 
holds the suggestion of power, and his 
every movement reveals strength and 
capacity. He is one of the most 
democratic men in the world; honest, 
sincere and unaffected. You get the 
idea in looking at him and being with 
him, that he would be just as much,at 
home chatting with a group of train- 
men in a freight caboose as he would 
be presiding at a banquet to foreign 
dignitaries; that his liking for his 
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friends in the lower walks of life is 
just as sincere as his regard for those 
with whom he is laboring in handling 
affairs of state. Back of Harmon's 
record as a good governor lies the ex- 
planatory fact that he is a good fel- 
low and a good friend. 
Son of a Baptist Preacher. 

Judson Harmon was born in Hamil- 
ton county, Ohio, in which is situated 
the city of Cincinnati. His father was 
a Baptist preacher. He graduated from 
the Baptist college at Denison, Lick- 
ing county, in 1866, and later from 
the Cincinnati Law School. He has 
been practicing law in Cincinnati ever 
since. In a suite of offices in the St. 
Paul building, in that city, are quar- 
tered the firm of Harmon, Colston, 
Goldsmith & Hoadley. .The Harmon of 
the firm is Governor Harmon, They 
are known as railroad lawyers. 

Governor Harmon has represented 
railroads as counsel, as well as. op- 
posed them in damage suit cages. This 
railroad connection did not prejudice 
him in the eyes of the voters of Ohio 
when he appealed to them for their 
suffrage in 1908. It is not used now 
by his republican opponents to any 
great extent in their campaigns 
against him. That has been left for 
Mr. Bryan to do in The Commoner. 
The Buckeye republicans are willing 
enough to adopt any method of at- 
tack that promises well, but the people 
seem to feel it to be true that Harmon 
dominateg the railroad interest, rather 
than the other way round, that the 
railroad interests dominates Harmon. 
And back of that lies a story. 

For four years before being elected 
to the office of governor, Harmon was 
receiver of the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton Railroad. The road had 
gotten into serious financial difficulties 
and its directors attempted to effect 
a consolidation. The Pere Marquette 
sought to lend aid by tendering the use 
of part of its rolling stock and equip- 
ment, for that of the Cincinnati, Ham- 
ilton and Dayton had practically worn 
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the roads and go to Columbus to 
handle affairs of state. He wanted to 
resign as receiver, but Judge Lurton, 
now Mr. Justice Lurton, of the supreme 
court of the United States, insisted 
that he should carry on the work with 
which he was now thoroughly familiar. 
| “I was never disturbed about any- 
thing,” Judge Harmon said to me, in 
recalling that experience, “as over 
abandoning personal supervision of the 
road and still being responsible as 
receiver. My wife said I became as 
nervous as I ever get over any- 
, thing.” 

| Any affliction of the nerves would 
seem as remote from the governor as 
anything could be from a human be- 
ing. He is ruddy and hard and whole- 
some. Golf and baseball, hunting and 
fishing, when time permitted, have 
kept him young and vigorous, despite 
his 63 years. Whenever an amateur 
baseball game was played the Kov- 
ernor was right there at the bat up 
to two or three years ago. He doesn’t 
give a cent for professional ball, but 
loves to swat the horsehide himself. 
But to come back to the railroad game. 

As receiver Harmon probably direct- 
ed the expenditure of $23,000,000 an- 
nually. Within two years after taking 
control the roads were reorganized 
and the legal and financial tangle in 
which they had become involved as the 
result of an effort at consolidation, 
had been straightened out. There was 
something left for the stockholders 
besides the receivership fees. In fact, 
none of the great number of persons 
interested in the property suffered 
loss. 

Seven months after taking office as 
governor, Harmon finally got out and 
the roads were turned back to their 
owners on condition that all debts 
should be paid as promptly as pos- 
sible. Debts were promptly met when 
due. The roads had been brought 
through a crisis that threatened d®s- 
aster to innumerable workmen and 
their wives and children, to  shop- 
keepers who had trusted these work- 
men for goods and supplies, and to 
stockholders throughout the country. 
The dread and suspense was at an 
end. 

Employees Prove Loyalty. 

During the months he was at the 
state capital the governor put the 
problem up to the boys on the line. 
If anything happened, he _ said, it 
would be a reflection on him per- 
sonally and would grieve him deeply. 
The appeal had its effect. Every man 
was keyed up to do his best, “because 
the governor didn’t want things mom- 
moxed up.” The idea of personal re- 
sponsibility was felt all down the line 
and no more zealous or loyal force 
ever bent their energies to make a 
success of a corporation. Everything 
came out right. There was no acci- 
dents, nor collisions nor smash-ups. 

“I think my appeal made them take 
more interest in their work,” said Gov- 
ernor Harmon, in modestly telling of 
that accomplishment. “But it is true, 
Il was always in dread lest something 
should happen that might have been 
avoided had I been on the spot. But 
nothing did. The Lord was on my side. 
I breathed freely for the first time 
when I handed over the road.” 

While acting as receiver, and before 
congress had passed measures outlaw- 
ing free passes and rebates, Harmon 
abolished every form of secret favors 
on his road. There was no unjust dis- 
crimination in favor of any shipper or 
‘any place. 

Governor Harmon and the Corporations. 

“Governor, Mr. Bryan, in his edi- 
torial, intimates that you are inclined 
toward the side of the corporations,” 
I said to Ohio’s governor as we sat be- 
fore the gas logs in the state house re- 
ception room. 

The governor's pleasant 
beneath shaggy eyebrows, 
and his features hardened 
But he merely answered: 

“The man who is the tool of the cor- 
porations is not fit for any office in 
the gift of the people. I have but one 
standard of éthics to apply to all men, 
‘I want all persons, private and corpo- 
rate, to have a fair showing.” 

This argument which Mr. Bryan has 
brought up is given very little weight 
by the citizens of this state, regardless 
of whether they are for or against the 
present executive. They have got it 
into their heads that their governor 
understands and appreciates both the 
corporate and the popular point of 
. view, and is able to hold his own with 
\the heads of corporations in their own 
field. 

To handle the affairs of a big state 
|requires the type of skill found in the 
|board of directors’ room as well as 
[that which finds its best exercise on 
‘the hustings. Business problems come 
up that require a cool, well-balanced 
executive head to dispose of satisfac- 
torily. The governor has shown he 
has that kind of capacity. 

An Aggressive Attorney General, 

When he was attorney general of the 
United States in Cleveland’s cabinet, 
'Harmon displayed his skill as a lawyer 
so successfully that Justice William 
_H. Moody, formerly attorney general, 
j;and now a member of the supreme 
‘court by appointment of Roosevelt, said 
that credit for pioneer work in break- 
‘ing up corporations operating in viola- 
ition of the law against restraint of 
trade and commerce is due to Harmon. 

On taking office in June, 1905, Har- 
mon buckled down to his work with 
/eharacteristic vigor to “learn his job.* 
| Shortly afterwards he revived an old 
} case against the Trans-Missouri 
|Freight Association and convicted it 
lof violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
tlaw. Opposed to him were lawyers of 
‘eminent ability, such as George F. 
Edmonds mmes E. Carter, but he 
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the great; 
financier came near being caught and | trust {nto court. The decision favor- 


successfully carried through the case 
for the government. 

.The railroads sought to evade the 
law and organized the Freight Traffic 
Association. Harmon again brought 
suit, and again was successful.

| Taft. 


When Harmon was called to Wash- 
ington to begin his duties, a banquet 


was tendered him by his friends, at 


which William Howard Taft was a 
speaker. He said: 

“We are here because we know that 
he is eminently qualified to discharge 
the duties of his office with unbounded 
credit to his country, the administra- 
tion, to his friends and himself. 


When practicing law in Cincinnati, 
Harmon won the largest fee against 
the Pennsylvania railroad ever allowed 
in Hamilton county. 

It was the case of the Peters Care 
tridge Company, against the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad. An employee of the 
road was shown to have thrown a 
switch which resulted in a smash-up 
that wrecked a car of dynamite and 
blew up the powder mill at Kings Mill, 
killing men, women, young girls and 
boys. Verdicts were won for $113,000. 

His associates in the law firm tell 
with pride of Harmon’s generosity to- 
ward olients. Where the average dam- 
age suit lawyer secures from one-third 
to one-half the amount of the verdict 
received, Harmon charges about one- 
fifth or one-sixth of the amount. After 
@ hard fight for a widow he secured @ 
verdict for $4,500 from the Cincinnati 
Traction Company. He retained only 
$760 for his own services. On another 
occasion, out of a $3,000 verdict he re- 
tained $600 as his fee. The governor is 
not a wealthy man His manner of 
dealing with clients probably accounts 
for it. “He doesn’t know how to 
charge,” said one member of the gov- 

He was 30 years of age when elected 
judge of the court of common pleas of 
Hamilton county. A contested election 
case resulted in his being unseated by 
a republican state senate. Two years 
later he was elected a judge of the su- 
perior court. He was again elected, 
and by an increased majority, in 1383. 
He resigned four years later and re- 
turned to the practice of law, in which 
he continued until called by Cleveland 
to enter his cabinet. 

Some Early Struggies. 

In telling of his early struggles, Jud- 
son Harmon said the first money he 
ever earned was made by picking 
blackberries, which he sold for 6 cents 
a quart. When the civil war broke out 
he was only 15 years old, but he de- 
cided he wanted to be a soldier. His 
father and family physician framed up 
an interview, and the young man whe 
wanted to enlist was told that his 
strength had all gone into his growth 
and he could not stand the exposure and 
hardships. So he went to the Baptist 
university at Granville instead. His 
father had taugh him Latin and Greek. 

At college he worked in the flelds 
and sometimes made as much as $5 a 
day. Later, he studied law with George 
Hoadley, afterwards a governer of 
Ohio. On graduating from the Cin- 
cinnati Law School, Harmon bought a 
cheap desk and chair and began busi- 
ness. 

“T had no bad habits and {t didn’t 
take much to keep me going in those 
days,” he said. “I was 21 years of age 
before I saw Cincinnati by gaslight. 
The second year of my practice the sis- 
(ter of my college friend had the cour 
age to marry me.” 

Mrs. Harmon is a 4Gaughter of Dr. 
William  H. Scobey, of Hamilton 
county. They have three daughters, 
all of whom are married, and the goOvV- 
ernor confesses that he is now engaged 
in spoiling his grandchildren. The 
daughters are Mrs. Alfred C. Cassatt, 
Mrs. George M. Cassatt and Mrs. Fd- 
mund Wright, Jr. 


Leaves the Bench. 


When Harmon, in his younger days, 
resigned his $6,000 judgesh!{p to return 
to the practice of law, he said his own 
father and his wife’s father thought 
he was crazy. But he saw an oppor- 
tunity and took it. The first year in 
the practice netted him $12,000, the 
equivalent of two years’ salary on the 
bench. He has done well ever since. 
While not a wealthy man, he {gs com- 
fortable. His salary as governor of 
Ohio {s $10,000. Out of thts he must 
pay his own house rent. The state of 
Ohio does not furnish an executive 
mansion. Governor Harmon thinks 
they ought to have one in keeping with 
the dignity of the state. Two of his 
SS have vetoed bills calling 
prod agay erection of a governor's man- 

While Governor Harmon says he 
would not sign a bill of which he was 
to be the first beneficiary, he would 
like to see Ohio build a mansion when 
he leaves office. Whether he thought 
that would be next year or two years 
from now, the governor did not. say. 
His friends believe he: ts destined to 
occupy a certain historic mansion for 
which the people of America expend 
$300,000 a vear on up-keep. It {s lo- 
cated at 1601 Pennsylvania avenue 
Washington, D. C. 


The Common Verdict “He’ll Do.” 


Go out on the streets of Columbus 
and ask any number of men you meet 
from any part of the state: 

“What do you think of Harmon?’ 

The reply, seven times out of ten wil] 
be: 

“He is making a fine governor; one 
of the best we ever had.” 

This is the verdict of men in the 
stores, on the trains, in hotel lobbies, 
and everywhere that men congregate. 
There ig something singular gbout the 
way the public reaches its estimate of 
a man. They gather impressions or 
prejudices from a great number of in- 
cidents, some irifling in themselves. 
The average citizen may not be able 
,» to tell exactly how he reached his 
conclusions; but when those you meet 
everywhere say “take it from me, he 
is all rigat,”’ it means they feel shat 
the heart of the public officer beats 
in harmony with that of his people. 
That is the popular conception of Har- 
mon. 

Retains Cotfidence of People. 

Though he has had to struggle with 
the corporation problem, the liquor 
probiem, the trying problems Involved: 
in the selection of appointees, the goOV- 
ernor has come through undisturbed 
and has retained the friendship of the 
people. 

Possibly no part of the work pf a 
chief executive of state or nation is 
as trying as the distribution of patron- 
age. The clamor raised by the friends 
vf a candidate for pap, pay and patri- 
mony, is usually in inverse ratio to 
the importance of the office. Some of 
those who failed to get “recognition” 
at the hands of the governor are sulk- 
ing in their tents. Reports that some 
democrats felt themselves 
because coveted offices were retained 
by republicans had come to my ears. 

“They say you have not always been 
particular about filling offices with 
cemocrats,” 1 suggested to the govern- 
or. 

“There has been a good deal of mis- 
apprehension on that score,” he an- 
swered. “Some of the boys thought 
I could make a clean sweep of all of- 
fices held by republicans. But some 
of these men are in for a definte term 
and cannot be removed except for

tax commission is broadly authorized 
to see that “all laws concerning the 
valuation and assesment of all classes 
of property, and the collection of taxes 
thereon, are faithfully obeyed.” 
Organized Labor Friendly. 

Measures of this kind have won the 
hearty approval of the organised la- 
bor organizations of the state, and 
many unions have passed strong reso- 
lutiong indorsing the governor. They 
believe that in his fight on taz dodg- 
ers, he is making a fight for the peo- 
ple. 

Furthermore, he has put inte effect 
many little economies which count. 
Bills and books are closely checked 
up. Vouchers for rafiroad and parlor 
car fare for state officers bognd on 
social and family business, have almost 
disappeared. Now, when they go fram 
Columbus te their homes, they pay 
thelr own way. 

The governor is trying ta reduce 
| the number of boards of inspection 
who visit around among the state in- 
stitutions and have a g004d time on 
the people's money. If he bad his 
way there would be one board for all 
the charitable, corrective and penal 
institutions of the state. The orna- 
mental but useless boards would be 
wiped out. The governor appreciates 
the temper of the American peoyple and 
the trend of the times.

Reform Tax Abuses. 

One of the most effective bits of re- 
form work accomplished by the gov- 
ernor hag been in purging the state of 
unscrupulous men who have been fe- 
loniously handling the tax money of 
the people. It has been a public scan- 
dal in Ohio for years that treasurers 
of state, large cities and counties 
loaned to the banks money deposited 
with them by the people. The inter- 
est paid by the banks on these loans 
was pocketed by the treasurers. Ap- 
parently, no one had the moral cour- 
age or political hardihood to attack 
this evil and stamp it out. Finally, 
laws were passed against it, but they 
were evaded. Then Judson Harmon 
came along. The only other man 
elected on the ticket with him was 
the democratic candidate for state 
treasurer. 

The governor proceeded to clean up. 
Prosecutions were begun and carried 
through. It is true many democratic 
office holders were found corrupt, but 
that did not stop the governor.

The hindrances and obstacles a re- 
publican form of government begins to 
realize upon an attempt at coloniza- 
tion among the Asiatics are probably 
numerous enough to. fill volumes, but 
I doubt very much if there is a more 
striking short-coming than the want 
of a national church. Freedom of re- 
ligious thought, upon. which our coun- 
try so justly prides itself, is a misun- 
derstood virtue in these islands, and I 
doubt not that our own breadth and 
tolerence. on this subject prevents us 


from coming to a fuller eae ichtereatel 


of the natives here. 
Under Spanish Rule. 


Under the Spanish rule, the church | 


and thé government stood for each 
other; and the Asiatic temperament, 
naturally, steeped in religious feeling 
and power—and confusing all power 
with divinity, found complete satisfac- 
tion in the church of Rome. What 
variety and charm, and what uplift and 
beauty the Christian teachings of the 
Spaniards brought to these people, it 
is easy to recognize; how our own in- 
dependence of religious convictions and 
our variety of creeds and sects prob- 
ably confuse, offend and disgust these 
people, 

The representatives of our govern- 
ment, and those high in office and 
authority, I fancy, appear in the eyes 
of these little people often as pro- 
fane pretenders to power, unsupport- 
ed by the church and unsanctioned 
by the will of God. 

It is to this intense religious preju- 
dice that the shrewd agitators and 
mischief workers among the natives 
owe their power, and attain to such 
& powerful leadership among them; 
but, according to the tenets of our 
American politica] faith, we are pow- 
erless to interfere with the activities 
of these false prophets until some 
overt violation of our laws is com- 
mitted. 

One of the most curious and diffi- 
cult things to understand in this re- 
markable situation, is the high pres- 
tige with which the ex-convicts from 
Bilibid prison are invested. Presump- 
tions appear to be always in favor of 
& man who has served his term in 
convict stripes and gone fhrough the 
tutelage and discipline of this very 
extraordinary institution. It is a pris- 
on with reform features and many 
educational advantages, wheres. the 
convicts are kept busy and treated 
humanely. They are taught various 
industrial crafts and given a very 
soldierly drilling; and it is the boast 
here that the best and most useful 
citizens are those who have gone 
through Bilibid. 

Prison Life 

So naively are the advantages of a 
period of prison life appreciated, that 
a house servant, who is questioned as 
to his past career and is obliged to 
confess that he has never been to 
Bilibid, generally has the grace to 
add, hopefully: “That is, not yet, 
mum.” 

The prisoners are very happy, and 
are almost always reluctant to leave 
and take up the burden of a chance 
livelihood. Those who remain for 
long periods and maintain a good 
record for creditable behavior, are 
presented upon graduation with a lit- 
tle farm, upon which to spend their 
declining years.

Two St Trees. 
(From The Detroit Free Press.) 

In far-off Persta are to be found 
two remarkable flowering trees. One 
of these trees is sometimes called the 
Sorrowful tree, doubtless because it 
blooms only at night. 

As the first, star appears in the sky 


the first bud opens on the wonderful 
tree. As the stars increase in number 
and shine out brilliantly the buds open 
|} more rapidly, until the tree is covered 
| with the delicate bloom and appears 
like one vast white flower. The bloom 
'is quite fragrant, and the odor resem- 
'bleg the perfume of the evening prim- 
rose. As the stars begin to dim as the 
duwn approaches the flowerg begin to 
fade, and by the time the sun has risen 
not a bloom can be found on the tree. 

Beneath the strange tree there is to 
be found a white powder that covers 
the earth like so much snow. This 
powder dries up and blows away in 
the breeze of the day. 

During the hours of daylight the 
tree appears to be declining, or with- 
ering, as if it had been injured in some 
manner; but in fact it is only regain- 
ing its forces preparatory to putting 
forth new bloom’ on the following 
night. Its period of blooming contin- 
ues for some days, but does not last 
as long as the bloom on the other 
tree, in the same locality, which is in 
every way similar to the night-bloom- 
ing tree, except that it blooms only 
in daylight and the flowers are not 
quite so beautiful. 

The two trees are held in high 
esteem by the natives of that country, 
ané are looked upon as a curiosity by 
florists throughout the world.

FORMER ATLANTAN AIDED | 


Among those who faced recent hor- 
rors of the earthquake in 
where thousands were killed by the 
seismic shocks, was Dr. Walpole C. 
Brewer, an Atlantan, who was ship's 
surgeon at the time on the Prince Joa- 
chim, from which the first relief party 
was sent to the stricken city. 

For several days following the dis- 
aster the New York papers carried 
long accounts of the terrible story 
of the earthquake as told by Dr. 
Brewer and others who accompanied 
the relief expedition, and gave to them 
high praise for the heroic manner in 
which they met the needs of the situ- 
ation. The Prince Joachim was in Port 
Limon at the time, and on receiving 
the news of the catastrophe, Captain 
Von Leitner asked Dr. Brewer to take 
six men who had been army nurses 
and to start at once for the interior. 
A special train bore the little relief 
party to the ruined city, where all that 
was possible was done to aid the suf- 
ferers. 

In The New York Evening Mail a 
few days after the Prince Joachim re- 
turned to New York harbor an inter- 
view with Dr. Brewer was published, 
and it gave an insight into the horrors 
following the earthquake. Dr. Brewer 
said: “I have been through some few 
tragedies in my life, but never have I 
seen before a town 80 thoroughly laid 
waste as Cartago when we got to it 
from Port Limon, twelve hours after 
the earthquake.” 

Another of the party said: 

“Every church was down, and at the 
entrance of what had been the magnifi- 
cent cathedral five women and men 
were lying dead. <As the bodies were 
dug from the ruins the seamen would 
bury them, while Dr. Brewer and the 
nurses were doing what they could

London, June 4.—With the _  an- 
nouncement a few days ago that C. 
Arthur Pearson had sold his controll- 
ing interest in the “Standard” and 
“Evening Standard” to Davidson Dal- 
ziell and had gone abroad for a long 
holiday on account of his failing eye- 
sight it is probable that the career 
of Mr. Pearson as a great London 
newspaper proprietor is closed defi- 
nitely. He still retains control of 
The Daily Express, which is an ex- 
cellent property, and in the monthly 
and weekly journals which bear his 
name, but few of those in the know 
doubt that he has abandoned his am- 
bition to rival Lord Northcliffe, pro- 
prietor of The Datly Mail, and a few 
dozen other journals as a “newspaper 
Napoleon.” 

It is not unlikely, too, that the af- 
fairs of The Standard may come be- 
fore the courts and that there may 
be some extremely bitter litigation 
before the matter 
friends of all concerned are now trying 
to smooth things over and they may be 
successful. 

The Standard is one of the oldest 
and stodgiest of the London papers 


and in its prime had a reputation sec- ( 


ond only to that of The Times, to 
which at one time it threatened to 
become a serious rival. When Mr. 
Pearson took it over about your years 
ago it had been suffering from dry rot 
and was only a shadow of its former 
greatness. He was financed in the 
deal by Sir Alexander Henderson, 
chairman of the Great Central Rail- 
way, a large owner in the Manchester 
Ship canal and other great enter- 
prises. Sir Alexander held all the 
debentures, while Mr. Pearson’s “con- 
trolling interest” consisted of ordinary 
shares which have never paid any 
dividend. 

Mr. Pearson was installed, however, 
as- managing director at a salary of 
$15,000 a year, and several 
of his family also were appointed to 
fat jobs on the staff of the paper. I 
am toki that nearly $250,000 were 
spent in the transfer from the former

to get to his destination. 


Atlanta may be, after all, a curious 
combination of chance and destiny, but 
if so it cannot but be admitted now 
that chance made a wise choice when 
it builded a city in what was then a 
wilderness of scrawny forests and 
broken red hilis, and destiny, in its 
follow-up, has undoubtedly made good! 


“Excuse me, there’s a little correc- 
tion I should make in that copy,” said 
the new reporter on the Atlanta daily, 
hastening over to the city  editor’s 
desk and picking up a typewritten 
sheet he had just laid there. “That 
new apartment house will cost $100,-

The city is ex- 
tremely fortunate in having such a 
big trading population. In a radius 
of about $0 miles of the city there 
are nearly 1,000,000 people. Atlanta’s 
trading population is larger than that 
of any other city in the south.

New Membership Rule. 


In reply to an inquiry in regard 
to the reported adoption of a new 
rule as to membership of chapters by 
the late Continental Congress, Mrs.

That our teachers should work as 
they do fail to receive even what 
is due them and that this condition of 
affairs not only exists, but has gone on 
existing for years uncured is one of 
those remarkable instances of social] 
supineness which still survive in this 
dynamic age. We have egain and 
again heard from press and platform 
that such a state of things “should 
bring the blush of shame to the cheek 
of every right-thinking Georgian.” 

And so it should, and so it doubtless 
has, but the blush has faded and 
bloomed and died again on all our

ter stopped there and meantime the 
Georgia teacher has had to go on dis- 
counting her paltry salary in order to 
get any of it at all. 

Let us stop blushing about this in- 
justice and get behind the bill which 
Senator McWilllams introduced and 
passed in the senate and had tabled 
in the house last year, or some such 
bill which shall right this great 
wrong and do common justice to a 
profession, the work of.which ts of 
incalculable value to. us.

STRONG MEMORIAL SUBMITTED 
BY BAINBRIDGE WOMAN'S CLUB 


The educational work of your organ- 
ization largely justifies the statement 
meade by Judge Lindsey, of Denver, 
that al] great educational reforms re- 
cently effected have come about through 
the efforts of women’s clubs. Georgia 
club women have founded model 
schools, kindergartens and libraries; 
they have improved school grounds; 
they have agitated for restriction of 
child labor, for compulsory education 
and for loca] taxation to support rural 
schools; they have provided a summer 
camp where teachers can enjoy a re- 
freshing vacation at slight expense. 

There igs one great need, however, 
to which the clubs have not yet given 
special attention. It ig the deficit in 
the educational fund—a deficit that 
constantly embarrasses county school 
commissioners, and often forces them 
to pay teachers in drafts instead of 
cash. If the teachers are compelled 
to have money promptly, their only 
resource is to have these drafts dis- 

This cruel injustice its visited on 
12 per cent, or even more. 

This cruel injustice is vistied on 
those who, above ali other workers, 
should be shielded from such distress. 
The gufferers are chiefly women, teach- 
ing in the rural rthools. Their work 
requires physical — ‘urance, good men- 
tality, years of pref: ‘ation, high moral 
character, sympathetic temperament, 
self-control and tact. They have in 
hand the supremely important task of 
developing in the young minds of our 
future citizens, that broad mtelligence 
which is the basis of prosperity and 
the fundamenta] guaranty of liberty. 

With such a field before them, with 
such requirements exacted of them, our 


ee 


[teachers are constantly harassed by 


uncertainty of payment, and must 
often deliberately sacrifice a large pro- 
portion of their meager, hard-earned 
salaries. 

The deficit ie due to the fact that the 
educational fund for a given year is 
derived from the taegs collectexd dur- 
ing that year; and the bulk of the 
taxes comes in toward the close of the 
year, while salaries are falling due 
all along. This throws the money sup- 
ply about six months behind, and in 
the nature of things it must remain so, 
unless some special step is taken. 

Last summer, Senator McWilliams, 
of the thirty-fourth district, intro- 
duced into the senate a bill to author- 
ize county boards of education to bor- 
row money to pay school] teachers. It 
passed the senate without a. dissent- 
ing vote; but when taken up by the 
house, was tabled in the hurry of the 
closing days of the session. 

This bill, if enacted into law, would 
enable counties to borrow at moderate 
inicerest amounts sufficient to pay 
teachers promptly, and spare them the 
exorbitant discounts they are now pay- 
ing. 

We, the undersigned, respectfully 
request the Georgia Federation of 
Women’s Clubs to take up the matter 
by presenting to the house of frepre- 
sentatives a petition from all members 
of all federated clubs, urging that, at 
the earliest opportunity, the McWil- 
liams bil] be taken from the table and 
passed.

come in. 

Some time ago Mrs. Raines gave us 
the large flag that floated over the 
powder works in Augusta through 
the war. Last year Mr. Yonge, whe 
had been there, sent a large outline 
picture of the building, which has 
been framed and placed near the flag 
so as to make the story complete, my 
constant effort in this work. 

This new navy case makes the 
fourth case in the Georgia room, and 
there are besides a long glass-covered 
table filled with papers, books anZz 
memorials. Five glass albums. On the 
chimney plece has been placed the bust 
of Vice President Stephens, made by’ 
thesculptor, L. Q. A. Ward, who had 
his studio tn New York.

The forthcoming exposition in Knoz- 
ville—the Appalachian exposition 
which opens September 18, and con- 
tinues a month—will have centered in 
it a broad and patriotic interest.

We all have oitr aims and our as- 
pirations and our er husiasms ag well, 


and a man withcwt these is a very 
The fact 
of the matter !s ttet I would not give 
VYery much for the Doctor whe ifs not 
enthusizstic over tts work, and who 
in without aims aed aspirations for 
doing betier and bether work. 

When I opened my office itn Atlanta 
it was with the heme that my work 
would warrant me ‘M associating with 
me Such men as would tbe of value to 
my patients You ltawe often noticed 
that certain concerts will come into 
a-city and advertise with a big cut of 
three or four faces, Ga*rning to be con- 
sulting physicians, which has been 
found to be with the most of cases 
largely a fake process. Then, too, as 
I have said before, that there are cer- 
tain irresponsible soncerne that send 
out a letter that a disfingu‘shed spe- 
alist from London or Timbuctoo, or 
@ome other place, is going to be in 
their office for a couple of. days, and 
will, as a special favor, sea a few seleat 
Patients. The distinguished specialist 
in such case is almost @mvariably a 
Graduate of an tnstitution where lock- 
step and striped clothing js most in 
evidence. 

Thaven't hesitated to denonnee these 
methods, for the reason that they al- 
ways interfere with a legitinjate prac- 
tice of Specialism, and as these con- 
cerns hardly ever last more than a 
couple of years in one place, they very 
‘naturally bring disrepute on tkose who 
are trying to do a conscientioms busi- 
ness. 

I believe that there is plenty of work 
to do by doing it honestly and con- 
ecientiously, and I believe that, in the 
end, this will develop with it 
business of greater magnitude and a 
more lasting practice than one that 


fg developed on the fake line. 


There is an awful lot of work around 
an office like mine that onée man can- 
not do; in my younger days I was very 
fond of microscopical and laboratory 
work, but much of this work takes so 
much time and attention to details that 
it has been impossible for me to do 
the work on it that I would like to 
do. The consequence igs that I asso- 
clate with me some one who is com- 
petent to do this work and who can do 
really better work than I can mvself. 
I know tiiis works out to my patient's 
good. There not a day but what 
is illustrated. Just a couple of 
hours’ work in my office will point 
out the fact of this. First, there comes 
im a gentleman that has been treated 
for three or four months for itnflam- 
mation of the urethra, been treated by 
a very excellent physictan, indeed, who 


is 
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ble was not gonorrhea. On examining 
him carefully and hearing his history 
I, too, was inclined to think that the 
trouble was not gonorrhea, but a thoro 
examination, a thoro chemical and mi- 
croscopice!l analysis of his urine and 
the discharges fromthe urethra. shows 
that it was without a doubt gonorrhea. 

Now, the Doctor that had treated 
him was, ae I said before, a very ex- 
cellent man, without a doubt, and 
made a very natura] mistake; he could 
not, in the line of his work, do what 
was done in my office to find out the 
exact facis. 

Next, a gentleman comes in that has 
been treated for three or four months 
for gonorrhea: he is almost a wreck 
physically, and from the nervous shock 
from worrying over his trouble. His 
history was rather doubtful, still the 
physicians that had been treating him 
were justifiel in belleving that it was 
gonorrhea. Yet a thorough microsco- 
pical examination showed my asso- 
ciates and myself that the trouble was 
entirely a different one, and Wwe were 
able to put him on a treatment that 
will undoubtedly cure him, or we are 
at least On the right track—and that 
is, after all, the essential thing. 

Next comes in a man who has been 
treated for some time for Bright's dis- 
ease, the Doctors who have been treat- 
ing him find there is considerable al- 
bumen in the urine, which is true, but 
albumen does not always mean an af- 
fection of the kidneys. <A ‘closer ex- 
amination shows that it is due to dis- 
charges of the seminal vesicles, for 
the man is undoubtedly suffering from 
a seminal vessiculitis, and this of 
itself gives plenty of albumen in the 
urine. 

I am not quoting these especially as 
mistakes of physicians, for there is no 
man who has a higher regard for the 
average practitioner than I have, ana 
while I belleve in my right to adver- 
tise in a proper and legitimate way, 
and of course differ in this view from 
many physicians, I make it a rule to 
never condemn physicians for these 
mistakes, for they are perfectly 
natural ones, unless you have all the 
facilities that are necessary to avoid 
them. In my vyvounger days I made 
them more than once, and I do not 
heritate to say so. If I have any 
fight on at all it Is against the fakers 
that advertise and bring disrepute on 
the advertising business rather than 
against the regular profession. 

The average Doctor has a hard row 
of it. for his efforts and his work is 
not always appreciated by his pa- 
tients by any manner of means; they 


don’t give him but mighty little grati- | 


tude and the funds they deal out « to 
him are always dealt outto him grudg- 
ingly, and in the end they pass up the 
better amount of their coin to the 
high Muck-a-Muck in the profession 
who put in a few dollars to organize a 
medical college in order to have “Pro- 
fessor” attached to their name, when 
every Doctor who reads this knows 
that there are in the United States 
Mfty medical colleges where there 
ought to be one, and in forty-nine out

me. 

Backache. 

I have so many men and women con- 
sult me for backache, believing that it 
is entirely due to Kidney trouble, that 
& want to have something to say on 
the subject at this time, for I consider 
it by no means arm unimportant matter. 
It has somehow been the custom in the 
years gone by for everybody that had 
a continued backache to attribute it 
to the kidneys; this is wrong in 90 
per cent of cases. I presumethis comes 
from somewhere back: forty or fifty 
years ago, Doctors finding that back- 
ache was sometimes the symptom that 
accompanied various kidney affections, 
and as the backache is very often in 
the neighborhood of the kidneys, they 
naturally attribute it to this, and the 
consequence has been that laymén 
have never got away from it, and 
still think that long continued back- 
ache must necessarily be due to a con- 
gested condition or somie chronic dis- 
ease of the kidneys. Now the fact of 
the matter is, that a stricture or 
seminal vessiculitis, or prostatic 
trouble, or many conditions in the 
prostatic urethra will keep up a back- 
ache more than some disarrangement 
of the kidneys will. 

The fact of the matter is that I very 
rarely find any serious trouble with 
the back when I do have some affec- 
tion of the kidneys. 

In women, of course, it is more like- 
ly to be due to some congested condi- 
tion of the womb and ovaries, and 
tubes connected with them than it is 
with the kidneys, and women for the 
most part understand this. But where 
anyone has a continual backache it is 
essential that they should have a 
thoro examination of the organs that 
are likely to produce it, as well as the 
kidneys, and not go along taking kid- 


ney medicine day after day with the) 
| all wrong, for if you don’t find it out, 


hope that they will get rid of it in this 
way. 

There are as many chronic affections 
that the patients get wrong concep- 
tions of, and where it is exceedingly 
important that they should be put 
right about this, for very often they 
go on trying patent medicines or con- 
sulting doctors who have not the fa- 
cilities for making proper diagnosis, 
or perhaps, are even careless in mak- 
ing their diagnosis, and the patients 
get disappointed, not only month after 
month, but year after year, when if 
the proper understanding of the case 
could be had, they could be quite read- 
ily cured. 

- * . * 

T know that I am an enthusiast. you 
may call me a crank if you like, about 
diagnosis, and its importance, and 
about the exceeding importance of giv- 
ing careful attention to the details of 
the case, and treating the case 
method, but I know it is something 
that is worthy of enthusiasm, and is 
the most important thing in the prac- 
tice of our profession. I know that it 


is here where the mistakes are made; I 
know that there is many a person 
treated month after month, and year 
after year. where a proper diagnosis 
would show that the treatment had 
been all wrong, although ag far as 
medicine was concerned it may have 
been a proper one, if they had the af- 
fection that they were treated for. 
The average laymen seem to think 
that the diagnosis is a very trifling 


matter, and that it is easy to make: | 


that any jack-leg Doctor ought to 
know just what is the matter, when 
the fact of the matter is, that it is 
the most difficult thing, very often. 

I think that iff there is any man who 
can tell a case of blood poison, I can. 
I have been handling it every day of 
my life for practically 35 years, and I 
know it if anyone does. And yet there 
ig many a case that I gee that puzzies 
me exceedingly. I just saw a case only 
a few moments ago, and al) the history 
would indicate that there is absolutely 
no syphilitic*origin to the case what- 
ever, and vet there are some things 
about it that look Hke it. Now, I was 
inclined to think it was not blood 
poison, but one of ‘my associates is 
inclined to think that it is, and the 
other takes the conservative ground 
that it Is impossible to tell without 
further examination, and this is the 
safe ground to take. At any rate, we 
will have to make various microscopt- 
cal examinations of the blood and 
other tests that are strictly up to date 
in order to determine with positiveness, 
But in the end we will determine with 
exactitude what the trouble is. Now. 
don’t you see the importance of all 
this? 

In scientifiC work, guesswork will 
not do; it must be exact always. No 
chances for mistakes at any time. To 
reason out in your mind that you be- 
lieve that so and so is the case, may 
mean months and months of treatment 
to a patient, expense of the taking of 


plenty of medicine, only to find out in 
the end that your treatment has been 


somebody else will. So don’t vou see 
the necessity of being exact, and know- 
ing what vou are about, in every case? 

I know that when it comes to cases 
of gleet, and chronic gonorrhea, that it 
is only by being absolutely exact in 
our methods that we are able to do the 
good work we are. Cases of liong 
standing trouble may often seem to be 
alike, and yet each case will need a 
different treatment. A ‘iman comes in. 
says that he has been treated for 
months for Bright’s disease, and prob- 
ably he has Bright's disease, but it is 
{important to know just what form it 
is. When Dr. Bright first pointed out 
the disease which received his name. 
the Doctors only knew one form of it. 
Now we divide and subdivide it into 
several different conditions, each of 
which needs different and distinct

condemning a practice that they have 
to use. Another Doctor met me and 
after introducing himself thanked me 
for some of my articles, and safd that 
I was correct when I denounced the 
permanganate of potash irrigation, but 
he, too, thought I was running against 
a snag in combating ideas that were 
popular with the profession. But 
Great Heavens! J don’t think {I have 
to hold back the truth, and hold back 
what I know is good for those who 
are suffering, simply because it might 
make me a littie unpopular with a few 
men who have more time to trade 
horses or talk politics than they have 
to study up on what is good for their 
patients. 

Those people who had rather suffer 
than to get away from some fixed no- 
tions that is In their heads, had better 
not call and see me. Those that want 
the best there is to be had and want 
the truth about their case, just as I 
know it, I will be glad to have call 
on me for consultation at any time. 
Those who want the best there fs to 
be had I am always gliad to see, and 
giad to advise them. Those who are 
looking for “no cure, no pay” proposi- 
tion or a guarantee to cure, might 
just as well stay away, it isn’t worth 
while for them to take my time or 
theirs, for any man’s common sense 
ought to point out to him that there 
is something wrong in all of those pro- 
positions. I certainly must be right 
about this or they wouldn't all drop 
out, one by one, and usually when they 
do drop out, they drop out between 
sun down and sun rise. 

Any one suffering from any liong 
standing chronic disease I would be 
giad to see at any time, and to give 
them my opinion of their case. I say 
that I will be glad to see them and 
I will, provided they will appreciate 
conscientious advice, and honest buat- 
ness methods, and are not looking for 
some fake method where they think 
they pit their wits against the other 
man’s and when they do always come 
out second best.

2. Preference is given 
are older and more mature 
advanced in scholarship. 
under 15 years of age is 
admission to the college dormitories. 

In accepting applicants for admis- 
sion, the following facts are also con- 
sidered:

2. The scholarship of the student. 
Preference is given to students able 
to enter the freshman class or higher. 
This year, more than one-half of the 
new students hold diplomas from high 
Schools of Georgia. However, con- 
sideration will be given to students 
who can show good reasons why they 
desire to take the normal or industria! 
work at this college. In some cases 
parents do not desire their daughters 
to take the regular classical course re- 
quired in some of the high schools, but 
prefer them to take the practical work 
offered at this institution. In such 
cases the wishes of the parents and 
student will have consideration. 

38. The local advantages of the ap- 
plicant. Many girls apply for en- 
trance to the college who can study 
another year in their home schools. 
Preference will generally be given to 
those who cannot get further training 
in their home schools. 

4. The health of the student. We 
cannot admit students of poor health 
or whose eyesight is poor as long as 
places in the college are desired by 
those able to do full work.

Scores of Atlanta people were happy 
to welcome William H. Barnes to this 
city last week. He came from San 
Francisco on a Visit to Aflanta, his first 
love, and attended the great meeting 
of the Odd Fellows at Athens. “Billy” 
Barnes, an he was affectionately called 
by the pioneers of the fifties, was the 
bright particular star, the biggest man 
in Atlanta, half a century ago. In ad- 
dition to being the local apostle of 
‘fun, he was a most lovable and versa- 
tile man. 

A Versatile Gentus. 

In his day he has been printer, actor, 
singer, editor, auctioneer, and always 
one of the greatest Odd Fellows in the 
country. Barnes lodge, of Atlanta, was 
named in honor of him. When a very 
young man he joined Sylvan lodge, at 
Milledgevilie, then his home. In 1893, 
when the grand secretaryship and 
grand scribeship of the Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows were = consoli- 
dated, Mr. Barnes was made the grand 
ecribe, and has ably filled the position 
to this day. He has for many years 
been the editor of a great Odd Fellow 
paper in California. When seventeen 
years ago he became grand = scribe 
there were forty-eight encampments 
and about 4,100 members of the great 
Odd Fellow order. Today there are 117 
encampments and upwards of 10.000 
members. The original salary of the 
grand scribe, says Mr. Barnes, was 
$600. In his time it has been raised to 
$1,600. He was grand master in 1862-3 
and has held other high offices. 

A Labor of Love. 

But there is no estimating in dol- 
lars the great and loving services of 
this truly remarkable man to the great 
erder to which he has devoted all 
the years of his life since a boy.

Farewell, Jeff Davis Boys!
